CHAPTER 92, SECTION 36, OF THE REVISED 
STATUTES, 1954, OR AS AMENDED. 


“Before making an assessment, the assessors shall 
give seasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants by 
posting notifications in some public place in the town 
or shall notify them, in such other way as the town di- 
rects, to make and bring in to them true and perfect 
lists of their polls and all their estates, real and per- 
sonal, not by law exempt from taxation, of which they 
were possessed on the 1st day of April of the same 
year. If any resident owner after such notice, or any 
non-resident owner after being reasonably requested 
thereto by the assessors, does not bring in such list, he 
is thereby barred of his right to make application to 
the assessors or the county commissioners for any 
abatement of his taxes, unless he offers such list with 
his application and satisfied them that he was unable 
to offer it at the time appointed. The request upon 
non-resident owners may be proved by a notice sent 
by mail directed to the last known address of the tax- 
payer or given by any other method that brings notice 
home to the taxpayer.”’ 


The Assessors hereby give notice that they will be 
in session at the Town Office, 18 School Street on the 
first, fourth, fifth and sixth days of April from 9:00

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CURTIS BRIDGE 


Curtis Bridge, located on Route 22 over South 
Branch stream, was reconstructed in 1959 under the 
Bridge Act.

REPORT OF THE GORHAM 
SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
To the Citizens of Gorham: 


Your Superintending School Committee is pleased 
to report a year of unusual progress in the Gorham 
School System. 

There has been a most gratifying spirit of coopera- 
tion between the committee and the superintendent 
and the teachers. 

We wish to especially commend for your study the » 
reports of the Superintendent of Schools, Dwight G 
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Webb and Principal of the High School, Charles H. 
Delano. 

With the opening of the New High School Gorham 
has taken a long stride toward providing needed class- 
rooms. Realizing that this is a continuous problem we 
must once more direct your attention to a growing 
school population and the fact that our school enroll- 
ment is increasing at an-annual rate of 4.6%. It is es- 
sential that we plan for at least two additional class- 
rooms a year to meet this growth. With the expand- 
ing school population there is necessarily a corres- 
ponding expanding school budget. 

It is of interest to note that the Gorham school bud- 
get for 1959 represented 71.9% of the foundation pro- 
gram as recommended by the State Department of 
Education. If Gorham was spending the necessary 
amount of money to meet the minimum requirements 
of the foundation program, they would receive in Gen- 
eral Purpose Aid money $109,153, rather than $78,481 
we anticipate receiving. In order for any community to 
be eligible for maximum state subsidy it is necessary 
for them to meet the foundation program 100%. How 
Gorham compares with other towns in this area may 
be seen below:

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


It is a pleasure to present the annual report cover- 
ing the year February 1959 to February 1960. 

Veterans’ Day, Wednesday, November 11, 1959, the 
dedication of Gorham’s new high school took place. 
It was on this date that another milestone in Gor- 
ham’s educational system was attained. 

This new high school provides an excellent educa- 
tional opportunity for our boys and girls. It makes it 
possible to offer a curriculum that compares very fav- 
orably with the recommendations of the Conant re- 
port. 

This new building is also a result of many long 
hours of planning on the part of the Building and 
Planning Committee, under the able chairmanship of 
Mrs. Linwood Brofee. Other members of the commit- 
tee were Mr. Austin Alden, Mr. James Pillsbury, Mr. 
Walter Stevens, Mr. Bernard Rines, and Mr. Emery 
Bowdoin. Mr. Robert Smith and Mr. Kenneth Sawtelle, 
representing the Taxpayers’ Association, and Mr. Aud- 
way Treworgy, representing the School Committee, 
were in attendance at most of the meetings and con- 
tributed many worthwhile suggestions. : 

The amazingly low cost of $10 per square foot can 
be attributed primarily to two factors: 


1. The determination of the Building and Planning 
Committee that Gorham have a functional build- 
_ing, minus frills. 


2. The engineering services of Allied Engineering 
Inc., who designed and supervised construction 
of the building. 


Although this new building has for the present 
overcome the crowded conditions at the secondary 
level, the housing problem continues at the elementary 
level. 

Gorham is still faced with a rapidly growing school 
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population. Following is a chart depicting the yearly 
and the cumulative increase in school population for 
the past ten years.

As a result of this continuous, rapid growth, Gor- 
ham should appoint a long-range planning committee, 
empowering them to study the problem posed by this 
growth and make recommendations. Procrastination 
costs money. 

The children in Gorham have an inherent right to 
an education which will prepare them to live in the 
world of the future. 


Teacher Turnover 


For the past few years Gorham has been fortunate 
to have a very small teacher turnover. With a large 
teacher turnover, the educational program of any 
community suffers to a considerable extent. One of the 
reasons for a small teacher turnover is that the School. 
Committee, working cooperatively with the Finance 
Committee of the Gorham Teachers Club, adopted a 
salary scale that at the present time is competitive 
with surrounding communities. In order for Gorham 
to obtain and retain good teachers, they must meet / 
this local competition. 
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Under the present salary scale now in effect in Gor- 
ham, a beginning teacher with a B.S. degree is paid 
$3,400 and after teaching eleven years is paid $5,100. 


Transportation 


We are currently transporting 877 pupils with 5 
school busses. Three years ago, the superintending 
schoo] committee asked permission from the town to 
lease or purchase school busses. They voted to pur- 
chase 5 school busses. The 5 busses are now all paid 
for, and the same budgetary figure for transportation 
has been retained for the past three years. 

This year the School Committee is asking the town 
for permission to purchase another school bus, still 
without increasing the figure for transportation. 

If all bus children are to arrive at school without the 
busses doubling back, even more busses will be re- 
quired. However, the inconveniences of this schedul- 
ing, more than offset the added expenditure for more 
busses. The transportation problem resolves itself to 
‘one conclusion, the more service required, the more 
money it costs. 


Schools Suspended 


At the request of residents in the Elmwood and 
Wescott areas, the School Committee voted to suspend 
these schools. The high -per-pupil cost in these schools 
does not warrant the expenditure necessary to operate 
these schools. The difficulty of obtaining qualified 
teachers to take a multi-grade rural school is becom- 
ing increasingly difficult. It is not economically feasible 
to pay $4,000 for a teacher, plus heat and lights to 
maintain a school with an enrollment of 15 pupils in 
three grades. 

Ninety-seven years ago the superintending school 
committee made the following recommendation to the 
town. I quote from this report: 

“We think that no one upon looking over the re- 
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turns from the different schools can fail to see 
that the interests of education would be greatly 
subserved by the consolidation of some of our 
smaller schools. In several instances, the average 
attendance is less than twenty—a number so 
small that teachers lose that satisfaction from 
their labors which they are entitled to, and can- 
not feel that interest which greater numbers 
would give. The scholar, also, needs the whole- 
some stimulus which moderate rivalry affords.” 


Repairs 


Extensive repairs were made at the Whitney School. 
The School Committee voted to install water, flush 
toilets, a lavatory, and a drinking fountain at this 
school. The lavatory, drinking fountain, and flush 
toilets were removed from the old Frederick Robie 
building and installed with our own custodial] staff. All 
other schools were thoroughly cleaned, and the Samp- 
son house was painted and renovated to make office 
space for the School Department. . 


Accreditation 


Accreditation is a method of evaluation in addition 
to approval and is a measurement to determine 
whether or not the school being evaluated is a good 
secondary school. One advantage of an accredited 
schoo] is that if your son or daughter is college ma- 
terial, his chances of admittance to a college are in- 
creased if he comes from an accredited school. 

Last year, the Evaluation Committee visited Gorham 
High School and submitted their report. In this re- 
port were requirements that Gorham must meet in 
order to be an accredited school. On January 25, 1960 
Dr. Devitt, from the State Department, visited Gorham 
High School and reviewed these requirements. His 
report to the School Department was that Gorham . 
High School met all the requirements for an accredited 
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school except the number of volumes in our library. 
Since Dr. Devitt’s visit, the School Committee author- 
ized the purchase of enough library books to meet the 
accreditation requirements. Gorham High School 
should be on the list of accredited schools to be pub- 
lished after July 1, 1960. 

In closing this report, allow me to thank the 
teachers who are the mainstay of the school system, 
the members of the Superintending School Committee, 
who have worked diligently to improve Gorham 
schools, and finally to thank all citizens who make our 
fine schools possible.

REPORT OF THE GORHAM BUILDING 
PLANNING COMMITTEE 


On August 9, 1959 at a special town meeting, it was 
voted to construct a new high school building, con- 
sisting of 14 classrooms, 3 science rooms, home eco- 
nomics suite, library, cafeteria, and kitchen, a com- 
bined gymnasium, and add a room to the agricultural 
building for an industrial arts shop. At the same meet- 
ing a bond issue of $495,000 was authorized for con- 
struction costs. 

The contract for the new high school building was 
awarded to the Camillo Profenno Company of Port- 
land for $457,850. 

The industrial arts shop contract was awarded to L. 
J. Ouelette and Sons of Lewiston for $19,600. This 
building was completed in October 1959. 

The high school building was completed and classes 
started on September 1959. 

As yet the work on grounds, including the athletic 
fields, have not been completed, therefore a final re- 
port cannot be made at this time. 

The committee will function until the plans are 
completed. 

The cost balance as of January 31, 1960 is $19,-

REPORT OF THE FIRE CHIEF 


To the citizens of the Town of Gorham: 

During the year 1959, the Gorham Village com- 
panies responded to fifty-seven (57) calls which were 
as follows: 18 buildings, 4 autos, 16 grass, 8 chimney 
fires, 4 woods, 4 rubbish, 3 ine, 4 miscellaneous, and 
1 false alarm. 

There was a total of 11 calls at No. Gorham which 
included 2 buildings, 2 woods, 5 grass, 1 flooded oil 
burner, and 1 chimney fire. 

White Rock had 11 calls which where as follows: 3 
buildings, 2 grass, 1 woods, 1 auto, and 4 chimney 
fires. 

Little Falls had a total of 13 calls which were as 
follows: 7 buildings, 1 grass, 1 auto, 1 flooded oil 
burner, and 3 chimney fires. 

Of the above mentioned fires there were five (5) 
which were classified as general alarms. 

The principal causes of most of the building fires are 
defective wiring and faulty smoke stacks. ye 

It is advisable to have your electrical] and oil burner 
work done by a competent licensed man. 

The cause of grass, woods, and rubbish fires can 
only be classified as carelessness. 

If you have to burn outside during a dry season, call — 
your town warden and get a permit. Upon issuance of 
this permit, he will advise you which is the best time 
of day to burn, and what precautionary measures to 
take. It also gives the department a record of who is 
burning, where and what time the burning is to take 
place. We will be glad to help you in any or all of 
your fire problems. 

During the year there were three (3) more dry 
hydrants installed in the town. One on route 114 at 
the water hole south of Phinney’s saw mill. One on 
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route 237 by Kay’s garage in White Rock, and one at 
the Jessie Harriman pond at South Gorham. 

The new triple combination pumper and tank truck 
has been placed in commission at the South Street Sta- 
tion. Old Engine No. 1 (which was replaced by the 
new one) has been placed in the No. Gorham Station 
and is to be known as Engine No. An ri 

Engine No. 8, which is twenty-three years old and 
stationed at Little Falls, was condemned by the Under- 
writers’ tests during their survey of the town this fall. 

There are some other recommendations which will 
have to be carried out as soon as the Underwriters’ 
full report is received by the town. 

This survey of town’s fire fighting facilities and the 
police department were requested by the board of 
Selectmen. 

The whole department and myself wish to thank 
the people of the Town of Gorham for their coopera- 
tion, and we will strive to serve you in fire protection 
as best we can.

ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 
GORHAM — 1959 


~ At the year’s end it is again appropriate to give you 
an account of public health nursing services in your 
community for the year 1959. mee 
The primary purpose of public health nursing is to 
provide nursing service to people at home, at school, 
at work, in clinics and health centers, So that indi- 
viduals, families and the community as a whole will be 
helped to achieve and maintain optimum health. Pub- 
lic health nursing is one of the basic health services 
that contribute.to a healthy and happy way of life. 
These services include: 
Health teaching of individuals and families in their 
homes for the prevention of illness, promotion of 
health and correction of defects. 
Teaching nursing care of the sick and rehabilitation 
of the handicapped in the home, under the direction 
of the patient’s physician. — 
Prevention and control of communicable diseases 
through immunization programs, detection and fol- 
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low-up of tuberculosis and venereal diseases, and 
health education. 

Maternal and child care, including school health 
services and child health conferences. 


Follow-up home visiting to individuals and families 
under the care of various State and local clinics and 
services—crippled children, pediatric, mental re- 
tardation, cleft palate, adolescent, cardiac, tubercu- 
losis—to help patients and families carry out the 
doctor’s instructions for treatment. 


Working closely with physicians, hospitals, and 
other health and social agencies in behalf of pa- 
tients and families. 


Working closely with the townspeople, individuaily 
and in groups, so that the people themselves will 
take responsibility for developing health programs 
to meet their unique local health needs. 


Health is a priceless possession, ‘‘a state of complete 
physical, mental, and social well-being and not merely 
the absence of disease or disability’. It is wisely said 
that public health is people, who are so concerned 
with good health for themselves, their neighbors, and 
their community that they work for this priceless pos- 
session. A successful public health nursing program 
does, and indeed should, depend largely upon the in- 


terest , support, and volunteer work of the local. 


people, individually and through organized group ef- 
fort. The public health nurse gives directly those serv- 
ices that require her special professional nursing skills 
and gives leadership and counsel to the townspeople 
in developing, cooperatively, the health programs most 
suitable for their own community.

School Health Activities: 


Physical examinations of school children were done 
in grades 2, 5, and 8 by Doctor R. Love assisted by the 
Town Nurse. A total of 200 children were examined 
before January 1960. There are 124 children in the 
Junior High School who will have their physical ex- 
aminations in January. Sixty-nine parents participated 
in this program. 

Urinalysis and hemoglobin blood tests were done 
for these same grades by volunteers of the Gorham 
Health Council. 

Maico audiometer hearing tests were given to 7A 
children. This is done routinely for all sub-primary 
students and teacher referrals from the upper grades.

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HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 


There was a total of thirty-six complaints and fol- 
low-up inspections of matters concerning health haz- 
ards in 1960. About 90% of these problems were due 
to inadequate sewage disposal. One of the most strik- 
ing cases was a new restaurant in Gorham village, in 
which the owner had to spend approximately $3,000 
for an acceptable sewerage system. Unfortunately, this 
system is not a permanent solution. 

The continuing and mounting problems of sewage 
disposal were investigated by the Sewerage Study 
Committee and a full report is at the Town Office. The 
committee has contributed many long hours on this 
study and has made certain recommendations in pur- 
suit of further information, which is needed before 
anything can be done to alleviate the sewerage prob- 
lem. I urge you to give the committee’s report serious 
consideration and to vote according to your convic- 
tions at the annual town meeting. 

As of January 1, 1960, there is a new plumbing in- 
spector for the town of Gorham. He is Mr. Linwood 
Marsh of 96 State Street and a long time resident of 
Gorham. Mr. Lester Campbell of Standish, who has 
been the plumbing inspector for the past two years, 
should be given a sincere and grateful “thank you, tor 
his services. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Getty, R.N., reported for duty as 
Town Nurse in October. Presently, her office is at 111 
Main Street. Even though being handicapped with or- 
ganizing her department from scratch, she has been a 
valuable assistant to Dr. Robert Love in the school - 
physicals and pre-school clinics, and to myself as 
Health Officer and to other physicians who have re- 
ferred private patients to her for nursing care. When 
Mrs. Getty’s department is finally organized and 
equipped, it will be a great asset to the Gorham 
Health Department. 
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There have been two general Salk Immunization 
Clinics this past year. Both clinics were well attended. 
First, second, third and fourth innoculations were of- 
fered. The Gorham Health Council deserves a cordial 
commendation for organizing and volunteering their 
time to these clinics. We are also grateful to Beverly 
Allen, R.N., our former Health Uurse for her valuable 
assistance at these clinics. 

There were no school immunization clinics this past 
year, because the school children were up to date in 
their immunization records. Three clinics for immuni- 
zation against diphtheria, tetanus, whooping cough, 
small pox and poliomyelitis have been planned for 
each of the Gorham village schools and the Little 
Falls schools in March, April and May of 1960. As 
before, pupils from the White Rock and Whitney 
schools will be transported. To aid us in bringing the 
school immunization records up to date, the parents 
of each pupil will receive a form asking for informa- 
tion regarding past immunizations and permission for 
further immunization as may be needed. The Gorham 
Public Health Department and the School Department 
will be very grateful for your cooperation. 

Representing the Gorham Health Department, I 
have attended three meetings of Health Officers of the 
Greater Portland Area. Mutual problems were discus- 
sed and we benefited from each other’s experiences. A 
program for future meetings is in process and from 
these.meetings there should be much of benefit for the 
Greater Portland Area. 

It was my hope to have ready for your approval at 
the 1960 Town Meeting, a set of Health Ordinances 
for Gorham. Ordinances of this sort are very technical 
and legal. More material and information is needed. 
I hope to have an effective Health Ordinance: Plan 
ready for the next annual Town Meeting.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


Baxter Memorial Library is glad to present this re- 
port for the year 1959. 

The library is open every afternoon, except Thurs- 
day, from 2 to 5. It is open Thursday forenoon from 9 
to 12, and Wednesday evening from 7 to 9. More and 
more adult people of the town are finding that itis a 
convenience to have the library open one forenoon in 
the week. 

Although the Senior High school is not using our li- 
brary Thursday forenoons as it did to a large extent 
during the two years just past, the Junior High school, 
which has a small schoo] library, is using it quite ex- 
tensively. Many Thursday forenoons the library looks 
like a school room, ag perhaps 25 pupils and their 
teacher spend a full period in reference work. Some 
Thursdays as soon as one group leaves another ar- 
rives. This does not add to our circulation, but it does 
give the library a chance to be of definite value to the 
school. 

We have also had group visits from some of the 
other schools in town. This has been for the purpose 
of getting the younger children acquainted with a li- 
brary. 

The Junior High school closes at 2:15, and any- 
where from 15 to 30 Junior High pupils arrive at the 
library about 2:20. This group has usually left by 
2:45. This particular half hour is therefore a very busy 
one. Adults will probably enjoy the library more if 
they avoid this particular hour. 
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We have added to the library this year 434 books, 
104 of which have been gifts, and 89 have been chil- 
dren’s books. New adult books are: fiction 101, non- 
fiction 140. Special attention has been given to the 
children’s department during the last fall and winter. 
Gifts of books have been received from Mr. Ernest 
Wiggin, Dr. Robert Love, Mrs. Dale Caruthers, Mrs. 
Brockbank, Mrs. Marey Mitchell, Mrs. Marion Larra- 
bee, Mrs. Andrew J. Olson, in memory of her husband, 
Mrs. Georgia Berry, Mr. Harold Joy, Mr. John Thomes, 
Moody Bible Institute, and the Dept. of Agriculture. 

We subscribe to 26 magazines, 2 of which are for 
children. We also receive gifts of magazines, from Mr. 
Robert Harris, in memory of his father, the Garden 
Club, Kiwanis Club, Mrs. Guy Kendall, Dr. Robert 
Love, Rowe Motors, and the Christian Science Church. 

Since we started new registration in May 1958, we 

have had 871 registrations, 356 of which have been 
in 1959. Of these 318 have been from the town, and 
28 from the college. 
In September, Mrs. Sylvia Martin, assistant librar- 
ian, resigned to attend G.S.T.C. Mrs. Mary Morton was 
elected to fill the position. Mrs. Mildred Bicknell was 
also elected as part time assistant, as more help was 
needed in the library . 

Mrs. Clara Talbot of the Garden Club, has kept the 
library well supplied with flowers throughout the 
year.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF OF POLICE 


I hereby submit my second report as Chief of Police 
of the Town of Gorham. 

The present Constable Force consists of sixteen men 
including the Chief of Police; it operates ‘very similar 
to the Fire Department in that our members have 
other occupations and are paid for the hours actually 
worked. We have tried to divide the work as evenly 
as possible in order that a better working system 
might ‘be created. 

This year we have tried to give more coverage and 
better service to the entire town and especially the 
more congested areas. Most of the men have had regu- 
lar assignments for duty and the Chief could be 
reached at his home. 

The following complaints have been investigated 
this year: breaks, petty larceny, prowlers, intoxica- 
tion, vandalims, missing persons, lost children, acci- 
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dents of cars or otherwise, disposing of dead dogs on 
the highways, patrolling public beaches in the sum- 
mer season, committing persons to the State Hospital, 
and many other minor complaints. 

Under our School Patrol System, we have two Con- 
stables on duty during the school day at different in- 
tervals for protection of the small school children. 
Our men have always been available for holiday cele- 
brations, basketball games, and dances. We have 
checked many residence while owners were on vaca- 
tion. a a? 

_ Patrols consisting of one or two men in private cars 
have covered 6,062 miles compared to 4,563 miles 
covered last year. We have answered 256 calls and 
made visitations on these calls. We have also settled 
many complaints over the telephone. Our Dog Con- 
stable has destroyed and disposed of 17 dogs; he has 
transported 6 canines to the Refuge League in West- 
brook; and he has collected 58 licenses for the town. 

Owing to the fact that the Civil Defense did not 
have a coordinator, the Police Department was unable 
to secure the matching funds to procure the two-way 
radios to use on the police cars. Now that the coordi- 
nator has been appointed, it is hoped that these radios 
may be procured and installed to provide better com- 
munication. 

The fact that the Town of Gorham has no beer par- 
lors, liquor stores, nor public dances reduces the work 
of the policemen to a great extent. It also reduces the 
cost to the town. 

The Town of Gorham should be highly commended 
on the wonderful cooperation that exists between the 
members of the local police force, the county. sheriffs, 
Westbrook Police and the State Police. All of these 
groups have worked together closely that better law 
and order might result. 


In closing, I wish to thank all the members of this 
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department for working so well with me this past year, 
the Board of Selectmen and town manager for their 
loyal cooperation with me and the interest that they 
have taken in the department.

PLANNING AND ZONING BOARD REPORT 


Planning and zoning got its start in Gorham from 
the belief of a few interested citizens that the need 
existed. ; 

At the same time various communities were also 
considering the matter and these meetings were visited 
to gather information on the subject. 

As a result, a planning ordinance was offered and 
adopted in 1956. Zoning was also placed before town 
meeting but was adopted later in 1957 and amended 
in 1958.

State of Maine enabling act to allow for matching 
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funds for communities and regional commissions to 
match funds, authorized by Sec. 701 of the 1954 Fed- 
eral Housing Act. 

Up to the present time the Planning Board has con- 
cerned itself with learning the local aspects of plan- 
ning and with the procuring and development of phase 
one of a master plan under sec. 701 with help from 
the Greater Portland Regional Planning Commission. 

The master plan or general plan concerns guiding 
growth in the town toward the best use of the land. 

Professional studies of topography, soil, types, traf- 
fic patterns, the present use of land utilities, munici- 
pal services, distribution of population, new building 
trends, areas of unusual development, or blight, eco- 
nomic and social factors, and anything else that may 
affect the growth of the town, are necessary before 
much planning can be done. 

Such studies have resulted in a Preliminary General 
Plan which summarizes these facts with reeommenda- 
tions of possible future steps. Town Tax Assessors 
maps were completed in 1959. These maps were neces- 
sary in order that the Town Planning Program could 
continue. Part of the recommendations is a new zoning 
ordinance. There has been insufficient time to fully 
evaluate this material for presentation to the town for 
adoption at the 1960 annual meeting. 

We do, however, recommend that Sec. 702 funds 
be applied for and at this 1960 town meeting. An ar- 
ticle in the warrant will request such authority. This 
is for the purpose of a sewer study and will coincide 
with the Sewerage Committee’s suggested article in 
the warrant. 

Further activity with Sec. 701 funds will be de- 
layed a few months until we can get started on the 
sewer study, but it is felt that because so much de- 
pends on the sewer study we must delay the request 
pending action at the annual meeting. 
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We must also get the zoning ordinance and building 
code adopted as soon as possible. 

Planning is a continuing thing interested in every 
phase of town affairs. It should plan for land use, traf- 
fic circulation, utilities, municipal facilities and serv- 
ices and development. It must develop codes and con- 
trols to implement its planning. It should develop a 
capital budget program and may make recommenda- 
tions for improving the economic base. 

However, the actions of the Planning Board are 
advisory, and should become the town agency acting 
in an advisory capacity to other town agencies. 

Some of the problems are: how to guide residential 
development so that the costs of water and sewerage, 
fire protection, and schools, (including transportation) 
shall be kept at a minimum. 

Howe to reserve industrial and commercial land be- 
fore it is taken for other uses leaving no suitable land 
for those purposes. 

Separating local and through traffic and developing 
parking is another. 

The proper use of undeveloped land is probably the 
most necessary project and should be in the long run 
the most rewarding.

Recommendations Suggested by Robert Ewing for 
Consideration of the Gorham Planning Board 
Committee 
1. That the future by-pass go to the south of Gor- 
ham Village, and that the Westbrook Expressway 
be planned in such a way as to permit extension 
along this southern route. (This must be con- 
sidered a tentative recommendation because there 
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are also good reasons for going north of Gorham 
Village). 

That the Town have prepared a study for a sew- 
erage system that will serve the Central Business 
District of Gorham Village. In this study the 
feasibility and the comparative costs of the three 
systems outlined in this report should be examined 
in some detail. 

That the Town cooperate with the surrounding 
towns in establishing a system of mutual fire pro- 
tection. 

That the Town purchase as soon as practicable a 
lot of 5 acres or more in or near White Rock for 
an elementary school. 

That the Town be prepared to assume the annual 
charges for a new standpipe off the Winslow Road 
a year or so before construction of the elementary 
school near White Rock. 

That the Town lay out new streets in Gorham 
Village, as shown on Map No. 8, to be built when 
necessary. 

That the Town adopt a plan of open spaces and 
connecting paths for the Village similar to that 
shown on Map No. 8. 

That the Town Offices and the Genta! Fire Sta- 
tion be established together in a building on the 
site of latter, when the existing buildings become 
outmoded. | 
That the Town acquire the lowlands along the 
Presumpscot River between Little Falls and Malli- 
son Falls for a future park and community build- 
ing. 

That the Town pass a zoning ordinance that will 
protect the present and future residential areas 
of Gorham from commercial intrusions, and that 
will discourage ribbon development along major 
highways. 
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11. That the Town pass a subdivision ordinance reg- 
ulating the layout of new subdivisions. 


12. That the Town prepare a capital budget which 
will list the necessary capital improvements by 
order of priority and present a program for put- 
ting them into effect; that in advance of this 
budget the Town have made a survey of the con- 
dition of the public roads and cost of improving 
them to the proper standard.

FINAL REPORT OF THE 
SEWERAGE STUDY COMMITTEE 


The following is the summary report of the Sewer- 
age Study Committee. A preliminary report and in- 
terim report have been submitted and are on file at the 
Town Office, as are the minutes of joint and special 
meetings. 

This committee was appointed in accordance with 
the directive outlined in Article 38 of “The Warrant 
for Annual Town Meeting”, dated March 9, 1959. 

This article, which was approved by the voters at 
the Town Meeting, reads as follows: “To see if the 
Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to appoint 
a Committee of three to investigate the Sewerage 
problem in the Town of Gorham and report to the 
next Annual Town Meeting.” 

The Committee has conducted exploratory discus- 
sions and preliminary studies of the problem and feels 
that certain actions by the Town should be undertaken 
without delay for reasons pointed out in the body of 
this report. These reasons fall into two categories: 
(A) Hazards to Health and (B) Economical Consid- 
erations. 
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(A) Hazards to Health 


In his report on Page 48 of the 1959 Annual Town 
Report, the Public Health Officer covered in some de- 
tail the increasingly dangerous sewage situation which 
is developing in the more densely populated areas of 
Gorham Village and to a somewhat lesser degree in 
parts of Little Falls Village. The three factors con- 
tributing to this situation are outlined in his report, 
as follows: 

1. The subsoil, being of high clay content, is not 
conducive to adequate absorption of raw sew- 
age. 

2. The ever increasing number of residential units 
being added to our village areas create more 
sewage to be disposed. 

3. Which is closely related to 1. and 2., is that the 
soil in many areas is already saturated to the 
point where it can no longer absorb the sewage. 

The Committee feels that consideration for the con- 
tinuing health and welfare of the town, warrants 
thoughtful study of the potential hazards covered in 
the Health Officer’s Report. 


(B) Economic Considerations 

There are three economic factors which deserve 
serious study by the townspeople in connection with 
this problem: (1) Federal and State financial] aSssis- 
tance available, (2) Increasing cost of maintaining ex- 

isting facilities and (3) Rising construction costs. 
1. Federal and State Financia] Assistance Available 
There are, at present, from federal and state 
agencies, certain matching funds available to any 
municipality which is prepared to act along ap- 
proved lines to solve its sewage disposal problem. 
Briefly, these funds approximate one half of the 
cost of engineering, legal and financial studies, 
designs and construction of a sewage disposal 
plant, together with the necessary intercepting 
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sewers, the sewer between the last property ser- 
ved and the treatment plant and the sewer from 
this treatment plant to the outfall. The inclusion 
of engineering, legal and financial studies in the 
list of services for which help is available is par- 
ticularly important in the early stages of con- 
sideration of this problem, since obviously, no mu- 
nicipality can commit itself to a project of this 
magnitude without the benefit of extensive pre- 
liminary professional studies of the possible area 
to be served and estimated probable costs. 

There are available two possible approaches to 
meeting the cost of the preliminary studies, each 
of which offer certain advantages to the munici- 
pality. : 

In the first of these, the federal government 
will provide all the funds necessary for the studies 
on an interest free basis until such time as the 
town decides to go ahead with the project. This 
money then becomes a charge against the total 
matching funds available. 

Under the second plan, State aid is available 
for planning on the basis of a grant contribution 
of 50% of project cost or $2,500, whichever is 
less. 

These two forms of aid can be used in com- 
bination—the municipality can borrow its funds 
from the federal agency and use them t¢ match 
the state money. 


_ Increasing Cost of Maintaining Existing Facilities 

Certain property owners have been burdened 
with heavy financial outlays to correct unhealth- 
ful and annoying conditions which have develop- 
ed from inadequate facilities, and it is particu- 
larly distressing that such expenses have been 
for what is, at best, a temporary solution of the 
problem. 
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3. Rising Construction Costs 
Construction costs of all types have been stead- 
ily rising for several years and the best available 
authorities feel that this trend will continue. If, 
therefore, action to alleviate the problem is in- 
evitable eventually, it would seem wise and far- 
sighted to act without delay. 

Two additional factors should be considered which 
May warrant more urgent action by the town. 

The first arises from a sewage disposal program now 
underway in connection with the expansion plans at 
the State Teachers’ College. This program contem- 
plates expenditures at the college of approximately 
550,000.00 to meet the needs of the new dormitory 
scheduled for occupancy next September. The Bureau 
of Public Works is concerned about such an expendi- 
ture for purely local relief if there is any reasonable 
expectation of action by the town on a Municipal Sys- 
tem. With a target date of September 1960, however, 
the college cannot delay certain preliminary steps in 
its program, but if they could be promptly advised as 
to the possibility of the town reaching a final decision 
in the matter at the next town meeting, they can then 
delay the later stages of their plans with a view to- 
ward modification to conform to action taken by the 
town. 

The second factor indicating the desirability of 
prompt action concerns the availability of federal and 
state funds to assist the town in meeting the cost of a 
project of this kind. These funds will be explained 
later in greater detail, but it is sufficient to state here, 
that there is apparently an awakening of interest in 
this problem throughout the state and nation and since 
the funds are not inexhaustable it would seem wise to 
act before wide distribution depletes the available re- 
sources. 

The committee’s approach to the problem of sew- | 
age disposal has been principally from the viewpoint 
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of “what, if anything, should be done’ and, if action 
is indicated ‘“‘how will it be paid for?” 

Under the first question, the committee feels that 
there is substantial agreement that the present system, 
or lack of system, is somewhat less than ideal. In- 
dividual responsibility for adequate disposal facilities 
is difficult to control and maintenance of such fa- 
cilities is a source of constantly recurring expense to 
the property owner. Further, as pointed out in the re- 
port of the Public Health Officer, a truly hazardous 
threat to health now exists in certain areas and action 
of some sort is mandatory. 

Existing laws prohibit the discharge of raw sewage 
into any water course, and this restriction precludes 
the possibility of building short sewer lines from vari- 
ous points of the town to the nearest available brook, 
even if such a plan were practical from a cost stand- 
point. 

Community septic tanks, distributed at strategic 
locations throughout the town might provide some 
temporary relief, but the necessity of locating such 
tanks in areas not now saturated beyond the absorp- 
tion point, would add substantially to the cost of con- 
necting sewers and the ultimate problem would only 
be postponed. Furthermore, neither federal nor state 
- assistance is available for this type of construction. 
This leaves for serious consideration, only the con- 
- gtrutcion of a modern system, with approved facilities 
for treatment and disposal. It is in this area, that the 
committee has conducted its exploratory studies. At an 
early stage of these studies, we found ourselves floun- 
dering in a no-man’s land without guideposts as to 
such matters as population density and distribution, 
hydraulic gradients, sub-soil conditions, costs and types 
of approved treatment plants and many related mat- 
ters. Lack of such guideposts constitute a real stum- 
bling block to further profitable pursuit of our studies. 

We did spend a great deal of time in analyzing tax 
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evaluation maps to determine rough population esti- 
mates, Geodetic Survey Maps to determine grade con- 
tours and Portland Water District Maps to determine 
roughly the area which might be served by a sewer 
system. 

Our thinking has been in general to provide a sys- 
tem to serve those areas of Gorham and Little Falls 
Village which are now served by the mains of the 
Portland Water District within the built-up areas. It 
was our rough estimate that such a system would serve 
approximately 700 property owners in Gorham Vil- 
lage and about 200 in Little Falls. These figures would 
break down into approximately 80% residential, 4% 
business, 14% undeveloped, and 2% exempt from prop- 
erty tax. | 

Consideration, also, will have to be given to the in- 
tegration of the present sewers in Gorham Acres and 
Little Falls into any comprehensive system. 

It was our hope that we could provide enough fac- 
tual information for submission to the town for serious 
consideration, but we found, as other towns before us 
have found, that any such superficial studies as we 
might be able to make would be of such a sketchy and 
guesswork nature that it would be extremely hazar- 
dous for the town to take action on such information. 

Only a professional engineering survey and cost 
analysis study can provide the required information 
with any degree of accuracy. | 

Fortunately, this difficulty is well recognized by 
both the federal and state governments and they each 
stand ready to assist the municipality over this hurdle. 

Briefily, in review, the federal government will ad- 
vance a loan on an interest free basis to cover the com- 
plete cost of such a survey, with the provision how- 
ever, that such an advance becomes a charge against 
funds later made available when the system is built. 

The committee feels that if the townspeople agree 
that further action on the sewer problem is desirable, 
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this survey should be undertaken without delay so 
that a complete picture can be presented at a subse- 
quent town meeting. 

Incidentally, the question has arisen as to the pos- 
sibility of making use of a similar study made several 
years ago when consideration was given to the con- 
struction of a municipal sewer under the auspices of 
the Works Progress Administration. This was dis- 
cussed with Mr. John C. Fitzgerald who was Director 
of W.P.A. activity at that time, and he advised us that 
he had no information as to the present whereabouts 
of these records. He also said that such engineering 
as was done by the W.P.A. was done by their own em- 
ployees and not by an outside engineering firm and 
that to his personal knowledge all engineers who 
worked on the project are now dead. It was also his 
recollection that the W.P.A. engineering was confined 
to construction details and that all preliminary plans 
and designs were prepared by the town. 

In view of this information, it is the feeling of this 
committee that these plans, even if located, would re- 
quire such extensive checking and modifications that 
any savings to the town would be highly questionable. 

The second question, “How will it be paid for?” is 
predicated on the assumption that the town agrees 
_ that the construction of a modern disposal system is 
desirable. 

The answer, briefly, is partly by federal and state as- 
sistance and partly by the beneficiaries of the new 
plant. The federal and state governments have funds 
available to match funds expended by the municipal- 
ity toward the cost of engineering, legal and financial 
services, designs and construction of necessary treat- 
ment facilities, pumping stations and certain trunk 
and intercepting sewers. These funds total about 50% 
of the costs outlined, the total amount available not to 
exceed $417,000.00 

The remaining 50% of these costs plus all costs of 
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installation and connection, as well as for certain 
trunk sewers would be a charge against the users. 

Customarily, this cost is met by the issuance of 
bonds on a long term basis, financed by monthly 
charges to the user. This is usually accomplished 
through the formation of a Sewer District chartered 
to exercise jurisdiction over all sewer problems within 
its described areas and empowered to deal with all 
questions relating to the project. 

The committee feels that it can accomplish little 
more in its investigations without further guidance by 
the town as to its desire for further action, although 
it stands ready to take any additional steps which may 
be helpful toward the final solution of this problem. 

Early in December the committee was confronted 
with the question of the feasibility of petitioning for 
a special Town meeting for the purpose of: 

1. Hearing the interim report with special atten- 
tion to the proposed sewer disposal project at 
Gorham State Teachers College. 

2. To see if the town would authorize a profes- 
sional sewer survey with the intention of pre- 
senting a cost estimate of the sewer system to 
the annual town meeting. 

3. If the town did vote for the sewer survey, how 
would it be financed? 

a. Federal interest free loan 
b. 50% State grant | 

The Committee felt that if the town wanted a sewer 
survey and subsequently decided to construct a mu- 
nicipal sewer system, that a years time could be saved 
by presenting a petition for an Enabling Act to the 
current Special Session of Legislature in Augusta. 

The enabling act is very technical and requires 
special legal handling. Therefore, we inquired through 
the Agenda Committee of the Special Session what the 
chances were that our petition would be heard. The 
answer received was that in view of the many grossly 
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important bills to be considered at this session, our 
petition stood very little chance of being heard. Con- 
sequently, since we would have to wait until 1961 ses- 
sion of legislature for enactment, there was little value 
in a special town meeting at that time. 

The committee will, therefore, sponsor and recom- 
mend passage of an article to conduct a sewer survey 
in the near future. The committee will also sponsor 
articles to enable this survey to be financed. 

The committee recommends the immediate appoint- 
ment of a committee to follow through this report and 
to oversee the activities resulting from the passage of 
the articles in the warrant pertaining to the sewer 
problem.

TOWN OF GORHAM 
February 1, 1959 to January 31, 1960 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of 
Gorham has been completed for the fiscal year ended 
January 31, 1960. The audit consisted of an examina- 
tion of the records maintained by the Selectmen, 
Treasurer, Tax Collector and other municipal officials. 

The examination included a review of cash trans- 
actions and an analysis of available funds and ex- 
penditures. The results are incorporated in the fol- 
lowing text, exhibits and schedules. : 

The fiscal year’s operations showed that the net un- 
expended departmental balances lapsed amounted to 
$31,756.75, per the following summary : 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $35,884.84 
Overdrafts 4,128.09 
Net Unexpended Balances $31,756.75 


The unallocated balances of excise tax revenue and 
overlay were the major factors contributing to the 
amount lapsed to surplus. Overdrafts occurred for the 

“most part in the bridges and culverts and abatement 
accounts. 


Assets 


The general fund cash balance of $56,696.86 and 
payroll account cash of $151.27 were verified by re- 
conciliation of statements furnished by the Canal Na- 
tional Bank of Portland, Maine. 

Accounts receivable of $16,418.63 were comprised 
principally of education subsidies and town road im- 
provement reimbursements due from the State. 

Taxes receivable totaled $26,381.56 at the close of 
the fiscal year. Current year uncollected taxes 
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amounted to $26,159.68 and the remaining balance of 
$221.88 represented unpaid 1958 accounts. 

Other general fund assets included tax liens, tax 
deeds and tax acquired properties totaling $17,707.65. 


Reserves 


The departmental operating accounts showed a net 
unexpended balance of $26,431.11 which was carried 
forward to the ensuing year in accordance with legal 
requirements and/or by authority of the municipal of- 
ficials. 

A payroll reserve of $151.27 for social security de- 
ductions for January 1960 was on deposit in the Canal 
National Bank of Portland, Maine. 


Surplus 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $85,548.59, 
an increase of $36,834.28 for the year. This change 
was occasioned principally by the net unexpended de- 
partmental balances lapsed. 


Debt Fund 


The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as 
a separate fund, reflects outstanding school construc- 
tion bonds of $470,000.00, school construction notes 
totaling $95,000.00 and a fire equipment note of $11,- 
552.45. These obligations mature in varying amounts 
during the ensuing nineteen years. 


Trust Funds 


Trust fund principals totaled $77,490.14 and unex- 
pended income amounted to $17,067.36. These funds 
are invested in U. S. Bonds, time deposits, bank stock 
and share savings. 

As a result of a study made of the origin and pur- 
pose of these funds by the Town Manager, certain 
trust fund principal amounts and unexpended income 
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have been adjusted in this report. Trust funds appear- 
ing in prior audit reports were substantiated as to 
total amount daily, as taken from available town 
records. 

Departmental Accounts 


The departmental operating accounts showed an in- 
crease of $18,004.58 in funds raised by taxation, as 
compared with the preceding year. Larger appropria- 
tions for indebtedness, highways and education, less a 
smaller appropriation for unclassified accounts, were 
the principal factors responsible for the increase. 

The departmental balances carried forward to the 
ensuing year decreased $23,290.21, as compared with 
the balances at the start of the year. The change oc- 
curred for the most part in the education account. 


General 


_ The townspeople authorized the use of portions of 
excise taxes and the overlay for various current op- 
erations. The authority to issue notes to finance the 
purchase of fire equipment also was granted. 


Scope of Audit 


The system of internal contro] was reviewed as per- 
' tained to the handling of cash and other matters of 
financial concern. Cash accounts were verified by re- 
conciliation of bank statements, count of cash and/or 
direct bank confirmation. 

An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as 
well as expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, 
payrolls and canceled checks were examined for a 
selected period. External verifications were utilized, on 
a test basis, to determine the correctness of recorded 
assets and liabilities. : 

Excise tax collections were verified with copies of 
receipts retained by the collector. Education account 
balances were reconciled with the Superintendent of 
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Schools. Trust fund transactions were examined and 
investments verified. Surety bond coverage was re- 
viewed. 

In our opinion, subject to the foregoing comments, 
the accompanying statements and supporting informa- 
tion present fairly the financial position of the town at 
January 31, 1960, and the results of its operations for 
the year then ended.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


We were unable to make arrangements for Police 
Communications during the past year. However, this 
year we have arranged with Elwood A. Neal to take 
police calls, as well as the fire calls, and we hope by 
this arrangement that we can have better communica- 
tions with the Police Department. We have an ap- 
propriate Article to reappropriate the funds for com- 
munciations equipment and as soon as possible, after 
Town Meeting, we plan to obtain the necessary equip- 
ment to complete the communications system. 

We have appointed Dale E. Caruthers as Civil De- 
fense Director, and feel that future Civil Defense ac- 
tivities will be greatly improved, and in accordance 
with the wishes of the State and County Directors. 

We are pleased to report that the back tax accounts 
have been greatly improved and a large amount of 
money has been collected on these old accounts during 
the past year. 

The year’s operations have been very satisfactory 
and this is indicated by the increase in the Surplus 
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Account in the amount of $31,756.75, together with 
other items from prior years, which has increased the 
Surplus to an amount of $85,458.59. 


During the year we have reconstructed throughout 
the Town approximately two miles of highways. Curtis 
Bridge, on Route 22, was reconstructed under the 
Bridge Act; also, a new steel top installed at the Long- 
fellow Bridge. This, together with regular mainten- 
ance of Town Ways and tarring throughout the Town, 
was completed during the year. 


The Budget for 1960, as prepared by the Town Man- 
ager, was passed and presented to the Budget Com- 
mittee for their acceptance. 


Article 4. The motion on this article should be to 
make the taxes due and payable one month after date 
of commitment of the 1960 taxes to the Collector. This 
enables the Collector to collect on personal property, 
owners of which might otherwise move out of Town 
without paying. 


Article 8. We recommend that the Town vote to 
reappropriate the amounts as indicated in this article. 


Article 9. We recommend that the Town vote to 
-reappropriate the amounts as indicated and to author- 
ize a transfer of this amount to a Bridge Repair Ac- 
count. It will be necessary this year to replace the top 
of the Indian Camp Brook Bridge, on lower Brackett 
Road, with additional steel stringers and a steel plank 
top, with a tar covering similar to the work which was 
completed last year on the Longfellow Bridge. We 
will need additional stringers at the Mitchell Hill 
Bridge and we will consider, also, a steel planking top 
on this bridge. We are planning to replace the railing 
on the bridge at North Gorham this year. These three 
bridges will take a considerable amount of money and 
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this is the reason for asking the Town to vote to re- 
appropriate and transfer the amount as indicated in 
the article.

Also, South Street was improved by using crushed rock from 
the Lane Pit on the sides of the road and treating the rock 
with tar. This has resulted in a better shaped road and will 
in the future, we feel, improve the drainage and condition 
which has existed heretofore. 


The Town was fortunate in obtaining from the Lane Con- 
struction Company the materials in the pit off Route 25 at 
no cost to the Town. However, it was stipulated that the ma- 
terials must be moved out at a specified time. Therefore, it was 
necessary to sell a large amount of this material and it was de- 
cided to use the funds from the sale of the above on Town 
Highways. This amounted to $2,011.21. 


Because reconstruction of several roads was necessary and 
also because of the excellent weather which prevailed in the 
fall the Town Highways improvement was continued to a later 
date than ordinarily would have been the case. This has re- 
sulted in an overdraft which we feel is justified. |

SCHOOL COMMITTEE REPORT 

The Gorham School System passed another milestone this 
last year in the advance toward better education. Our high 
school is one of the few high schools in Maine which is now — 
accredited. This is recognition by the State Department of Edu- 
cation that we have the needed buildings and facilities and offer 
the proper courses taught by properly qualified teachers to meet 
high educational standards. This has been done while spending 
8% less than the amount of money set by the State as normally 
required to meet minimum standards. 

Teachers’ salaries are low in Maine generally, and in Gorham. 
in particular, but they are improving in most towns around us. 
We must compete to attract and retain our fine teaching staff. 

The average cost to provide education for a child in the public 
schools of the United States is $304 for the year 1960-1961 
based on overall expenditures. The average cost in Gorham is 
$275 for the year 1960-1961. This indicates that our standards 
are not much above some of the Southern States where heating 
and some other costs are lower than they are here. 

It would cost the town of Gorham $81,276 more yearly to 
meet the average United States cost standards based on annual: 
expenditures. |

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Superintending School Committee and citizens: 


I hereby submit my annual report of the schools of Gorham, 
covering the year February 1960 to F ebruary 1961. 


Enrollments 


One of the chief major factors influencing the work of the 
School Department and the financial burden on the town is the 
continual growth of school population. { 


The new high school was built to house a maximum of 500 
pupils. At the time this report was written, our enrollment at 
the high school was 421, including 23 Cornish students. Ob- 
viously our high school is not overcrowded. 


At the elementary level we are crowded in several areas. The 
Campus School houses junior primary through the fourth grade 
with an enrollment of 466. In 1950, the Campus School housed 
junior primary through the ninth grade with an enrollment of 
414. With the application of simple arithmetic, it becomes evi- 
dent that the Campus School enrollment has more than doubled 
in ten years. 


At Little Falls, the junior primary has an enrollment of 44, 
and grade one an enrollment of 36. Grades three and four are 
combined in one room with an enrollment of 44. With room en- 
rollments of this size, the teacher and pupils are faced with an 
extremely difficult teacher-learner situation | 


Gorham Junior High School (the old high school) houses 
grades five through eight. In this building, the library is being 
used as a classroom, with a Capacity of 22. . | 

The Whitney School houses junior primary through grade 
three with an enrollment of 31. This is a one-room school. 

The White Rock School houses junior primary through grade 
six with an approximate enrollment of 60. The White Rock 
School is a two-room school with two teachers. 


Town of Gorham 105 


Qualified teachers, who are willing to teach in these rural 
schools, are becoming increasingly difficult to find. Gorham 1s, 
indeed, fortunate in having three well qualified teachers in their 
rural schools. 


The Cornish Superintending School Committee contacted the 
Gorham School Committee to see if it was possible to arrange 
to have Cornish students attend Gorham High School. The Gor- 
ham School Committee entered into an agreement with the 
Cornish School Committee for one year. Renewal of the con- 
tract is contingent upon the enrollment of our resident pupils. 
Distribution of Cornish pupils is as follows: Freshmen 6, Sopho- 
mores 8, Juniors 6, Seniors 3. 


The financial arrangement was as follows; the Town of Cor- 
nish agreed to pay $6,900 or per pupil cost, whichever was 
greater. Our per pupil cost at the secondary level was $374.89. 
Therefore, the Town of Gorham will receive in two fiscal years 
$8,622.47. With 23 pupils, distributed in fourteen classrooms, it 
is evident that the added cost to the ‘Town of Gorham is neg- 
ligible.

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Academic Progress 


The academic progress of the pupils in Gorham has been very 
satisfactory. Standardized tests, which are administered every 
day, bear this out. Gorham compares very favorably with other 
communities using these tests. 


We are constantly trying to improve this academic progress. 
There are several ways to bring this about; maintaining an 
adequate teacher-pupil ratio, constantly reviewing our curri- 
culum to keep pace with present day standards, and the most 
important one, acquiring and retaining good teachers. It is 
difficult for the quality of education to rise above the character 
and competence of those who teach. 


One criteria used to judge high schools is the number of 
pupils from the graduating class who go on to further education. 
Gorham High School can be exceptionally proud in this respect. 
Out of a graduating class of 73, 55% went on to further educa- 
tion. 40% of the graduating class were enrolled in junior col- 
leges, colleges, or universities. Our drop-out record at the college 
level is negligible. When you consider that the average of Maine 
is 16%, Gorham has reason to be proud. 


In the past few years Gorham has had very little teacher-turn- 
over. One reason for this is that for the first time Gorham 
Teachers are on the salary scale. This means that a teacher with 
eight years experience is receiving the amount indicated on the 
salary scale for a teacher with eight years experience. 


As nearby communities revise their salary scales, Gorham, in 
order to keep pace, is faced with reviewing and revising its own 
salary scale. The alternative is to be faced with a loss of good 
teachers and to be in no position to attract average ones. 


In the near future, we hope that Gorham will be able to add 
a remedial reading program at the elementary level and also a 
program for the handicapped. Lack of physical space has so far 
prevented this innovation. 


Plant and Maintenance 
The physical condition of Gorham schools has been main- 
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tained satisfactorily. Routine cleaning of buildings and minor 
repairs were made during the summer. Our program of pre- 
ventative maintenance partially offsets depreciation and curtails 
deterioration. 


In conclusion, I wish to express my sincere thanks and ap- 
preciation for the understanding and cooperation accorded me 
by the Superintending School Committee, the school staff, town 
officers, and the ‘inhabitants of Gorham.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE 
HIGH SCHOOL 
To the Superintendent of Schools: 


It is with great pleasure that I submit the Principal's report 
of Gorham High School. 


The school year 1960-61 opened in September with an en- 
rollment of 427 students in Grades 9 through 12. This was an 
‘ncrease of 62 students over the previous year. During the school 
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year 1961-62 there will be an expected enrollment of 452 stu 
dents. 


Accreditation 


Last July we received officially our Certificate of Accreditation 
from the State Department of Education. | 


This certificate is for a school that has met certain standards 
for instruction, curriculum content, and school facilities estab- 
lished by the Commissioner of Education and State Board of 
Education. 


Gorham High School is one of thirty-one high schools in the 
state receiving this recognition. 


Teachers 
We started the school year 1960-61 with all but three teachers 
of the previous year. At the present time we have twenty-five 
teachers on the faculty.

During the past year there have been vast improvements made 
in our school library. 
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There have been added to the library twelve new book sec- 
tions with a capacity of 1070 books so at the present time the 
library capacity is 4220 books. We have purchased and cata- 
logued 3000 new books, making the total number of books in 
our library 3500. 


We have received about 100° books as gifts from the Gorham 
Woman’s Club, and others have been received from private in- 
dividuals. 

There are fifty-seven magazines of current interest available 
to the student. 

Miss Anna Lee, our school librarian, the student librarians, 
and the various townspeople have done an outstanding job in 
organizing the library.

Last fall approximately 50 percent of the graduating class of 
1960 enrolled in schools of higher learning. 


We were very fortunate last spring to be one of eight schools 
in the state, selected by the government, to administer the Pitts- 
burg Project Talent Test. This was a four day test and should 
prove very valuable to the students who took the test. Parents 
and students will be notified of the results at a later date. There 
will also be a follow-up study performed under the sponsorship 
of the government. 


We are proud to say that a senior boy was a winner in the 
preliminary examination of the National Merit Scholarship. 


The Maine Teachers Association awarded fifteen of our stu- 
dents certificates of recognition for outstanding scholastic ability. 


A new type of Career Day took place last fall under the di- 
rection of Mr. Dugas. Twenty local people of various professions 
were invited to talk to the students during regular scheduled 
classes. This type of Career Day proved very successful, and 
students are looking forward to another program of this type. 


This year we again had a very successful Open House with 
approximately one-hundred fifty (150) parents in attendance. 


Next fall we are in hopes to have a Foreign Exchange Student 
attend our school. Plans are now being made by a local Ameri- 
can Field Service Committee. 


The Gorham Athletic Booster Club deserves much credit for 
the help they have given our school athletic teams. Also they 
have made available buses so that members of the student body 
could support the athletic program. 


Again this year the extra-curricular activities in the school 
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have been numerous and very successful. The most outstanding 
have been Cross-Country, Boys’ and Girls’ Basketball, Baseball, 
Cheerleading, Madrigal Singers, Operetta, Chorus, Art Club, 
Future Homemakers of America, Student Council, National 
Honor Society, Future Teachers Association, Schola, The High- 
way Safety Committee, Future Farmers of America, and Dra- 


matics. 


The scholastic achievement and behavior of most of the stu- 
dents at Gorham High School have been excellent. The towns- 
people should be proud of the fine type of students that we have 
at our school. Time and time again, when we have had outside 
visitors, we are complimented on the politeness and dress of our 
students. 

It would be nice if we could have more parents visit our 
school during regular session, and witness the performance of 
the various teachers and attentiveness of their son’s and daugh- 
ter’s.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE CHIEF 
To the citizens of the Town of Gorham: 


During the year 1960, the Gorham Village companies re- 
sponded to seventy-one (71) calls which were as follows: 7 
buildings, 1 auto, 6 grass, 13 chimney, 6 woods, 3 rubbish, 5 
dump, 1 oil burner, 1 lost child, 9 resuscitator calls, 1 out of 
town, and 11 still alarms or miscellaneous fires. 

There was a total of 10 calls at North Gorham which in- 
cluded 2 chimney, 2 woods, 3 dumps, | grass, 1 building, and 1 
automobile fire. 

White Rock had 8 fires which were 1 chimney, 3 woods, 1 
dump, 1 building, and 2 brush fires. 

Little Falls had a total of 9 fires, they included 2 chimney, 
2 grass, 1 trailer, 1 automobile, 2 building, and 1 woods fire. 

Of the above mentioned fires there were six (6) which were 
classified as general alarms. The principal causes for building 
fires, are defective wiring, faulty oil burners, and defective chim- 
neys. ame 
I would suggest that you have these checked periodically and 
have all repair work done by a competent and licensed man. 

All outside fires can be laid to carelessness and can be pre- 
vented by a little forethought and sound reasoning. If you have 
to burn during a dry season, call your town warden or your 
fire department and we will be pleased to advise you on your 
problems. , 

From the reports of large fires in our surrounding towns, we 
don’t like to think that we of Gorham are lucky, but that the 
people of the town are becoming more and more fire conscious 
and are trying to keep our losses down. 

During the year there were three (3) more dry hydrants in- 
stalled in our town. One on Route 114 between the Wescott 
Road and the Dingley Spring Road. One on Route 25, in the 
water hole beyond Shaw Mills Road toward Standish, and one 
in South Gorham on the Burnham Road just beyond the ceme- 
tery. 


ae 
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There is a serious problem on Route 114 at Little River on 
the back side of Fort Hill and should be taken care of this com- 
ing year at whatever cost that is necessary. It is almost impos- 
sible to draft water from the location to protect the large amount 
of taxable property in this area. 

The new triple combination pumper and tank truck was 
placed in commission at the South Windham fire station last 
‘October for protection of the Little Falls area. 

Engine No. 5 at White Rock is now being rebuilt on another 
chassis and will be in commission very shortly, which will give 
the area much better protection. 

The town has received the report of the Fire Underwriters 
and we will be able to comply with some of their recommenda- 
tions this coming year through our regular appropriation. If 
the town wishes to have a better insurance rating at least two 
major recommendations will have to be met and taken care of 
on special appropriation in the future. 

The whole department and myself wish to thank the people 
of the town of Gorham for your cooperation and will strive to 
serve you as best we can in the future.

The Gorham Health Council, consisting of 50 volunteer mem- 
bers and several Honorary members, including the Doctors, 
Ministers and School Principals, serves the town of Gorham 
through the following projects: Dental Survey conducted by Dr. 
Bouffard, Eye Survey under the guidance of Dr. Fogg, Child 
Health Conferences with Dr. Love and Mrs. Getty in charge, 
Town Polio Clinics with Dr. Gates and Dr. Love, a blood bank 
in the Maine Medical Center, a loan closet, school physicals, . 
urinalyses and blood tests. 
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The Dental Clinic held six clinics with five children at each 
clinic and completed dental work on two children during the 
summer. | 

The Eye Survey tested the eyes of 509 children and furnished 
glasses for ten children. | 

The Council furnishes transportation to child health con- 
ferences and clinics at the Medical Center. 

The articles in the loan closet are loaned on request of family 
physician without charge. In appreciation of loan, users may 
contribute to the Ruth Cressey Memorial Fund at the Gorham 
Savings Bank. 

The Council wishes to thank the Doctors for their able assist- 
ance and the Methodist Church for use of their vestry for the 
Child Health Conferences.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSING SERVICES IN GORHAM—1960 


Public health, in simple terms, is the sum total of the health 
of individuals and families living in a community. An organized 
program for public health is one that offers those individuals 
and families every possible chance of living and enjoying life, 
free from the handicaps of preventable disease and disability. 
In more formal terms, the objective of a public health program 
is to bring to all the people the benefits of modern medical and 
related sciences including the care and rehabilitation of the sick 
and disabled, the promotion of healthful living, and the pre- 
vention and control of disease. 

A number of people are involved in the attaining of this ob- 


_ jective. All together they make up a “health team”. The public 
health nurse is an essential member of this team. She shares in 


Town of Gorham 129 


planning and action with other workers in the fields of health, 
education, and welfare; with physicians, hospitals, clinics; with 
school personnel; with citizen groups. One of her important 
functions is coordination with the others involved to provide 
public health services to individuals, families, and community. 
Citizens of the community are also essential members of the 
health team. Alert to the health needs of their community, 
taking their share of responsibility to meet these needs, their 
contribution as health workers is indispensable to the effective- 
ness of the public health program. A vital, dynamic, working 
“health team” in the local community strengthens the public 
health not only of the community, but also of the State and the 
Nation. 


The following is a summary of public health activities during 
the first year of full time Public Health Nursing Services in 


Gorham. 


Professional nursing care visits made to patients on their 
doctors recommendation numbered over two hundred. 


Home visits for nursing supervision and follow-up of special 
cases—handicapped, school health, tuberculosis, and venereal 
diseases numbered over four hundred. 


Volunteers of the Gorham Health Council ably assisted the 
Town Nurse in carrying out the following activities. 


Town Immunization Clinics 


General immunization clinics were held on March 9th, 
March 10th, and April 6th. Smallpox, Diphtheria, Tetanus, and 
Whooping Cough immunizations were offered. A total of 424 
people attended these clinics. 


Poliomyelitis Immunization Clinics 


Polio immunization clinics were held on May 4th and June 
ist with 844 people attending. On September 16th additional 
Polio clinics were held with 817 people attending. A total of 
1,661 Polio vaccine injections were given during the year. 
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Child Health Conferences 


Child Health Conferences were held regularly the first Friday 
of each month. A total of 291 pre-school children attended. 
Smallpox, Diphtheria, Tetanus, Whooping cough, and Polio 
immunizations were given to 238 children. 


School Health Activities 


Physical examinations by the school physician, Dr. R. Love, 
were offered to the students of the 2nd, 5th, and 8th grades. A 
total of 301 children were examined between September 1960 
and January 1961 with 69 parents participating. Urinalysis 
and hemoglobin blood tests were offered in conjunction with 
the physical examinations. 

The Eye committee of the Gorham Health Council surveyed 
grades 2, 5, 8, 10 and teacher referrals using the Massachusetts 
Vision Testing machine under the direction of Dr. R. Fogg. 

The Dental Survey was conducted by Dr. C. Bouffard in 
grades 2, 4, 6, and 8. 

Maico Audiometer testing was done for 81 students who 
were referred by their teachers. The sub-primary grades will be 
done in the spring. 

At the High School Dr. Love conducted a heart and lung 
check on 412 students who are participating in the physical 
education program.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


This has been an interesting year at Baxter Memorial Library. 
Numbers of new citizens in the town have located the public 
library are taking advantage of our good selection of current 
books and reference material. This year we have had a registra- 
tion of 1221 from the town and 52 from the college. This shows 
quite an increased circulation. Some. of this can be accounted 
for, by Junior High School classes. 

This fall we are not seeing as much of the high school stu- 


dents, as their library has been brought up to required state 
standards and they have nearly all the books which they need. 
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But our library is serving a purpose for the Junior High School 
which now has practically no library. Nearly all the books 
which belonged to the high school have been removed to the 
new high school building. 

Thursday forenoon the library is full of Junior High students, 
attended always by their teachers and practice teachers. Some 
of the classes come just to exchange books and their teachers 
keep a record and see that all books are returned. Other classes 
come in for reference work. 

The library is open, as it was last year, every afternoon except 
Thursday, 2-5 P.M., Thursday forenoon 9-12, Wednesday even- 
ing 7-9. 

This year we have purchased 356 books for the library, and 
have received 61 as gifts. Mr. Ernest Wiggin as always is our 
largest contributor. Books sent by Mr. Wiggin are always cur- 
rent literature. Duplicates we send to the South Windham 
library. Some of the contributors have been Hon.., Percival Bax- 
ter, Dr. Love, Mr. Harold Joy, Miss Marjorie Eames in memory 
of Miss Stone, Moody Literature Mission, Mrs. Dale Carruthers, 
Mrs. William Berry, Mr. James Whitten, Mrs. Gordon Glover, 
Gorham Garden Club, Christian Science Church, and several 
children. 

We subscribe to 26 magazines, 4 of which are for children. 
We have received gifts of magazines from Robert Harris of 


California in memory of his father, the Kiwanis club, Mrs. Guy 


‘Kendall, Dr. Love, Christian Science Church, the Garden Club 
and Dr. Ridlon. 

We are making an effort to get the upstairs room at the 
library in a usable condition. The ceiling has been whitened 
and the walls painted. Book cases have been made. One of the 
state librarians spent one day with us giving us some ideas as to 
how to proceed and what books to save. Several men interested 
‘1 old books have made a considerable amount of purchases. 
There is, however, much yet to be done. 

The circulation this year is about 1500 higher than the next 
highest circulation of 17346, and about 3000 higher than the 


average for the past ten years.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF OF POLICE 
For The Fiscal Year of 1960—1961 


I hereby submit my third report as Chief of Police of the 
Town of Gorham, Maine. | 


The present Constable Force has remained the same as it has 
for the last three years. There are three men on twenty-four 
hour call every day; however, each is paid only for his hours 
on duty. The others have served as patrolmen keeping order 
and protecting property within the town’s limits. All of the 
men have had regular assignments and the Chief could be 
reached at his home. 


The Police Force have greatly appreciated and advantage- 
ously used the short-wave radios purchased by the town and 
installed this year. These two, portable radios have enabled 
the department to be more efficient in their work, to help 
neighboring towns, and to assist State Officers in apprehending 
law breakers. The Chief’s and six other cars are equipped to 
handle communication through the Base Station located at 
Elwood Neal’s home. Thus, the patrolmen are constantly con- 
nected with the Police Departments at Westbrook, Falmouth, 
Scarborough, Saco and Sanford. The Gorham Base Station is 
connected at all times with the Sheriff’s Department of Cum- 
berland and York Counties. This has proved very helpful in 


solving many cases. 


In order to maintain greater efficiency in the Department, 
two schools of instruction have been held during the year. 
Chief James Murphy and Sergeant William Vining, both of 
the Westbrook Police, have instructed the members of the local 
department in the latest methods of law enforcement. Such 
joint meetings have proved very helpful and will be continued. 


This year our patrols have covered 11,585 miles, answered 
complaints, and checked doors in the business district. There 
were visitations made on 236 calls. Many complaints could be 
handled satisfactorily over the telephone. Those complaints 
investigated consisted of petty larceny, intoxication, missing 
persons, lost children, breaks, prowlers, vandalism, car acci- 
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dents, and disposing of dead dogs on the highway. Residences 
of citizens while on vacation have been checked night and day 
for their protection. Numerous doors of stores in the business 
district have been found unlocked and reported. The Dog 
Constable has destroyed 17 dogs, committed 6 to the Refuge 
League, and collected 66 licenses. The School Patrol consists of 
two constables who have been on duty during the school year 
for the protection of all school children. The Chief has worked 
with the State Welfare Department in a number of cases; the 
entire force has assisted the members of the Westbrook Police, 
the Cumberland County Sheriff's Department, and the State 
Police. 

In closing, I wish to thank all of the members of the Gorham 
Police Department, the Town Manager, the Board of Select- 
men, and other law enforcement officers for their loyal support 


and full cooperation given to me this year.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board meets at the Selectmen’s Office once 
every two weeks. Major consideration during the last year 
“was given to further development of a General Plan for Gor- 
ham. 

This included work on a new zoning ordinance and map, a 
building code, discussion of a proposed sewerage study in the 
Gorham Village and Little Falls areas, and consideration of 
how the location of sewers and highways effects zoning re- 
quirements. 

Mr. Elden Shute, Town Manager, participated in these meet- 
ings and helped us very much. Mr. Robert Ewing, Principal 
Planner of the Greater Portland Regional Planning Commis- 
sion, attended many meetings and provided much information 
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and professional advice. Help was also given by Mr. Franklin 
Milliken of the Maine Department of Economic Development. 
Legal advice was obtained from a lawyer who specializes in 
this type of work. 


Junk yards, house trailers and public hearings on some pro- 
posed rezoning required additional time and travel by the 
board. 


We feel confident that it will require only a few more meet- 
ings to prepare our proposal for a greatly improved zoning 
ordinance to replace the present ordinance which is now in- 
adequate. 

We also expect to have ready at the same time our proposal. 
for a building code. There is presently no building code in 
Gorham. The Planning Board believes there is a need for a 
building code and that the best results will be obtained by hav- 
ing the proposed building code enacted at the same time as 
the proposed new zoning ordinance. 

When these proposals are ready they will be presented at a 
public meeting held by the municipal officers. At a later date, 
we propose that they become two of the articles to be voted 
on at a Town Meeting. 


The Planning Board thanks you for your support and re- 
quests that you continue to provide help for this time consum- 
ing and complex undertaking.

DIRECTOR OF CIVIL DEFENSE AND PUBLIC SAFETY 
During the year 1960, Gorham had an operating Civil De- 
fense and Public Safety organization. 
Through the efforts of the Civil Defense and Public Safety 
staff an operational plan has been prepared and is now opeta- 


tive. The plan has been approved by the Civil Defense and 
Public Safety Director of Cumberland County, thereby en- 


titling Gorham to matching funds, and many surplus items from 


the Federal Government. 

The control center has now been established in the basement 
of the Robie Gym with radio and telephone communications. 
This will be the base from which all Town services will be di- 
rected during any emergency, either natural or from enemy 
action. : 

The staff has taken part in all National, State, and County 
exercises; and in addition the control center was staffed during 
the hurricane of the fall of 1960. 

The Civil Defense and Public Safety budget for the year 1960 
helped to provide our Constables with 2 mobile car radios, with 
a base station now operated from the Elwood Neal’s; purchase 
of a radio for the Fire Dept; emergency power for the control 
center and the South Street Fire Dept. station; and partitions 
for the control center in Robie Gym. | 

I wish to thank the Town Officials, the Fire Dept., CGonsta- 
bles, and the staff tor the many hours given in helping re-estab-

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SEWER STUDY COMMITTEE 1960—1961 


In accordance with Article 39 of the Warrant of the Annual 
Town Meeting 1960, a Sewer Study CS was appointed 
and our report is as follows: | 


The first order of business was to apply for a Federal Loan 
and State of Maine matching funds to finance a sewer survey 
‘in the Town of Gorham, according to the authorization given 
to the Town Officials in the passage of Article 38 of the 1960 
Annual Town Meeting. 


This Federal loan, as described in Public Law 560, Section 
702, is a non-interest bearing loan made to municipalities 
for the purpose of conducting a sewer survey and soil analysis - 
and is repayable only if and when construction of a sewer sys- 
tem commences. The Town Officials using the funds received 
from the Federal loan, then applied for the State of Maine 
matching funds, which was an outright grant. Thus the Town 
was able to spend around $5,200.00 on this survey, with no 
actual cost to the Town. However, if the sewer system is built 
as a result of this survey, the Federal loan, or about one-half 
of the sum will have to be repaid. In this event the Town will 
be reimbursed through State and Federal Government aid for 
one-half the value of the loan, bringing the net cost to the 
Town down to about $1,300.00. 


The mechanics of obtaining allocation of funds were very 
involved and thus caused a delay of several months before the 
Town Officials received notice of the allocation. 


After notification of availability the Town Officials adver- - 
tised for sealed proposals and finally the contract was awarded 
to Dale E. Caruthers, Civil and Sanitary Engineer of Gorham, 
Maine. 


A detailed soil, construction and cost analysis has been sub- 
mitted to this committee, much too involved _and technical to 
be included in this report in its entirety. However, all the data 
and details will be fully explained to any and all who are in- 
terested, more especially those directly involved, at subsequent 
open meetings. 
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The following are pertinent excerpts from this report: 


The Town of Gorham has two major population centers, 
Gorham Village and Little Falls Village. These major popula- 
tion centers and the surrounding areas have been included in 


this study. 


The natural drainage of Little Falls Village is the Presump- 
scot River and Little River. The Gorham Village area is on 
the divide of the drainage areas of the Little River and the 
Stroudwater River. The general slope of the land is to the 
east, toward Westbrook and the Presumpscot River. 


The most recent home and commercial building in the area 
of the two villages has been on the two roads leading into 
Westbrook, these being Main Street in Gorham Village and 
Mosher Road in Little Falls. 


The existing sewers: are shown on the drawings included 
in the detailed report. The existing sewers within the Gorham 
Village area are in the area known as the Gorham Acres De- 
velopment. This system is a municipal type sewer system with 
a septic tank and disposal field located in the gravel pit are 
just north of the development. This disposal field has been a 
major concern to the Town Officials for the past few years. 
The summer of 1960 presented the problem of a large pool 
of sewage standing in the gravel pit area and causing a con- 
siderable odor nuisance. This problem was brought under con- 


trol by the use of a quantity of crushed stone. The problem, 


however, was only temporarily solved and in the future will, 
of necessity, require a major reconstruction of the disposal field 


to make the area sanitary and free from the odor nuisance. 


Other ‘problem areas within Gorham Village are the Campus 
School, and the problems connected with the State College, 
problems from sewage disposal on Robie Street, Highland, 
Lincoln, School and Church streets. The restaurant on School 
Street has spent considerable money, approximately $3,000.00 
to correct a sewage disposal problem. The problem with this 
expenditure still has been only temporarily solved. 


Many of the older homes ‘n Gorham Village have cesspools 
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or leaching pits which are in violation of the Maine State 
Plumbing Code. Other homes have the effluent from the septic 
tank systems discharged into open ditches or streams in viola- 


tion of Chapter 79, R.S. 1954. 


In the Little Falls area the existing sewers are shown on the 
drawings of the detailed report. These sewers empty directly 
into the River with no treatment whatever. The areas in which 
there have been problems of sewage disposal include those along 
Woodlawn Street and along Mosher Road. 


In all areas of the Town in which ledge is near the surface, 
and where the soil is of a heavy type clay or a very fine sandy 
nature, percolations are extremely poor. In many cases the 
areas cannot be developed because the percolation tests will not 
meet the requirements of the FHA. Some areas of this nature 
are those along Main Street and on the easterly side of the 
village. 


The population study of this report has included the review 
of many items which indicate a trend of growth within the 
Town. These items are the school enrollment, the Town popula- 
tion as recorded by the U. S. Census Bureau, the number of 
water services within the village, and a rather comprehensive 
study made by the Greater Portland Regional Planning Com- 
mission in their preliminary plan for the Town of Gorham. The 
school enrollment and the Town population curve are for the 
most part parallel, with the Town population rate six to ten 
years ahead of the school enrollment. The water service rate of 
growth is considerably smaller than that of the two other indi- — 
cators. ‘This would bear out the notation by the Planning Board 
that the number of people per household in the Town of Gor- 
ham is increasing. At the present time this number is believed 
to be close to four people per housing unit. The population 
trend for the Town of Gorham shows a marked increase over 
the past ten years, according to the official U. S. Census data. 
Population in 1950 was 4,772 and in 1960 was 5,767 an in- 
crease of 22%. 


If we consider only the past trends in the population growth 


A 
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of Gorham, an estimated population of 7,500 to 8,599 could 
be expected in the 1980’s. However, in an analysis of the pro- 
posed Westbrook By-Pass Highway and the fact that the avail- 
ability of housing development sites in the Metropolitan Area 
is limited must be considered. 


We, therefore, have assumed that Gorham will grow at a 
rate of approximately 40% every ten years, which is approxi- 
mately the rate growth of the Towns of Falmouth, Scarborough 
and Cape Elizabeth. On this basis the expected population in 
1985 for Gorham is 2.36 times the existing population, or 13,- 
600 people in 1985. 


Population estimates for the sewer design have been based on 
four people per house and four houses per acre. The figures 
assume a fifty foot wide street and lots of approximately one 
hundred feet by one hundred feet. 


LITTLE FALLS SEWERAGE SYSTEM 


Little Falls Village is shown on Sheet No. 4 of the detailed 
report. The existing sewers on Brackett Street and Gray Road 
are shown thereon. 

These existing sewers have been intercepted by a proposed 
interceptor sewer to be constructed in a private right-of-way 
along the river and Canal Street. The private right-of-way 
should be located on the old Canal Tow Path, along most of its 
length. The proposed system and the existing sewers will serve 
an estimated existing population of 768 persons. The sewer 
system, proposed pumping facility, and treatment plant will 
serve an estimated future population of 1800. 


The sewer system has been designed on the basis of sixteen 
people per acre. The sewage flow has been computed at 400 
gal. per day for all sewers and the pumping facility. The sewer 
lines have been designed to include all areas which may be 
served by gravity, plus an allowance for readily available land 
which can be served by additional pumping facilities. This 
proposed system included service to Gray Road from Little 
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Falls School to the Presumpscot Bridge, Oak, Mallison, Union 
and Canal Streets, Mosher Road from Gray Road to proposed 
treatment plan at Mosher’s Corner, Newell to Brackett Street, 
Brackett to Newell Street, Pleasant Street and Woodlawn 
Street. 


A pumping station should be located on Canal Street on 
Parcel 76, of Assessors Map 28. 


TREATMENT FACILITY 


The southeastern portions of Parcel 8, of Assessors Map 9, 
should be obtained as the site of the proposed treatment facility. 


The cost estimate for this system is based on the present 
equipment manufacturer’s prices and is itemized in the detailed 
report. ‘The total estimated cost for the Little Falls System is 
$331,250.00 after deducting the State and Federal participa- 
tion of $160,360.00. The total annual cost for maintenance, 
depreciation and amortization is estimated at $34,690.00. This 
represents an average estimated cost of about $180.00 per year 
for each of the existing 192 units on the proposed system. 


GORHAM VILLAGE SYSTEM 


The proposed new system is linked with the existing system 
at Gorham Acres and two alternate sewage treatment plants 
are offered. One on Tannery Brook, the other on Mosher Road 
with an outflow sewer to the Presumpscot River. The plant on 
Mosher Road is recommended for the following reasons: 


1. The area served by this plant is considerably larger 
than the Tannery Brook plant which will not serve Main Street, 
east of Johnson Road. 


2. ‘The Mosher Road plant will serve the area under con- 
sideration for industrial sites by the Town, Planning Board. 


3. The operation of the Primary Plant is less complex than 
that of a complete treatment facility. 


The Gorham Village system has been designed in two ways; 
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one with the village only, the other with the village plus State 
Teachers College. At the time of the writing of this report the 
State Bureau of Public Improvements has made no commit- 
ments as to the extent the State will use the Gorham Sewerage 
District Facilities. Therefore, we have computed costs without 
State aid for a system which does not include capacity for the 
State College. This system and costs may be adjusted to include 
the College at the time of construction, reference to the appro- 
priate section in the appendix of the detailed report can be 
made at that time. 


The Gorham Village sewer system has been designed as a 
gravity system with capacity available to extend the system by 
the addition of pumping stations. 


Design Criteria are set forth in the “Standards for Sewage 
Works”; basic criterion used in the design is as follows: 


Population estimated——4.0 persons per house 
4 houses per acre 


16 persons per acre 


Two treatment plant sites have been studied, the Tannery 
Brook site and the Mosher Road site. The possibility of using 
the Lagoon Method of treatment has been studied, for both 
sites. However, it was determined that neither location had 
sufficient suitable area available to satisfy the area require- 
ments for Lagoons. 


The Mosher Road treatment plant is designed to serve a 
population of 5,200 (estimated population in system in 1985) 
and may be expanded. 


The village system is proposed to serve: Main Street, from 
the center to approximately the power line west of Mosher’s 
_ Corner, including trunk lines from Gorham Gardens and Libby 

Avenue; thence northerly to the treatment plant; School Street, 
to just beyond Campus School; Church Street, Water Street, 
to Church Street and Cross Street; Gray Road, to Hillview 
Road, the existing system to Gorham Acres, Elizabeth Street 
and Donna Street; the New Portland Road to three hundred 
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fifty feet (350) east of Johnson Road, Johnson Road, Birch 
Lane, Oak Lane, Mechanic Street, Railroad Avenue, Elm 
Street; South Street to Weeks Road, Ridgway Avenue, Robie 
Street, Highland Avenue, Lincoln Street and Preble Street; 
Morrill Avenue, Douglas Street, Park Street and Sylvan Street; 
Green Street, Pine Street and Maple Street; State Street to 
six hundred feet (600) beyond Flaggy Meadow Road, College 
Avenue, Flaggy Meadow Road for sixteen hundred feet (1,- 
600); Narragansett Street to the Raceway and Terran Street. 


This will serve a population of 2,064 presently in the pro- 
posed system and is designed for an estimated expansion of 
9,200 within the system in 1985. In addition the system may — 
serve units beyond the confines of the present Sewer District 
if needed. 


The total construction cost for the entire system as proposed, 
using the Mosher Road Treatment Site, based on present costs 
is estimated at $877,280.00, including a contingency allowance 
of $97,500.00. This is the cost after deducting the State and 
Federal aid of $218,930.00. Itemized costs are available in the 
detailed report. In terms of costs to each abutter, this would 
amount to about $4.00 per running foot of frontage. In those 
cases where the sewer abuts more than one side of a property, 
there would be a charge for only one side. In the few cases 
where a sewer may abut a long distance of undeveloped land, 
a satisfactory agreement may be reached by arbitration with 
the trustees of the district. 


The total revenue required totals to about $64,400.00. The | 
apportionment of this required revenue excluding commercial, 
industrial and town buildings would be about $90.00 per year 
per dwelling or approximately $7.50 per month. 


This method of proportionment is only one way of many to 
arrive at annual rates. The method used would be decided by 
the wishes of the district and assessments made by the trustees 
of the district in accordance with the provisions of the Enabling 
Act. 


At a special Town Meeting on January 30, 1961 an estimated 
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950 to 300 voters overwhelmingly voted to apply to the 100th 
Legislature for an Enabling Act to create a Sewer District in 
Gorham with these approximate boundaries: South to Day 
Road; then East on Day Road to Libby Avenue extended; then 
North on Libby Avenue to Queen Street; then West on Queen 
Street extended to Fort Hill Road; then South on Fort Hill 
Road to Lover’s Lane; then West on Lover’s Lane extended to 
Cressey Road; then South on Cressey Road to Narrangansett 
Street; then West on Narragansett Street to Harding Road; 
then South on Harding Road to Weeks Road extended; then 
East on Weeks Road to South Street. 


Obviously this whole area is not in the proposed system, 
only the more densely populated portions of it. Persons whose 
land does not abut the system will not be obliged to pay for 
the sewer. Also, those residents outside the confines of the 
Sewer District will not be obligated unless they wish to be 
served at a future date. 

From the time, when and if the 100th Legislature grants Gor- 
ham the Enabling Act, the Sewer District will no longer be an 
obligation or function of the Town as a whole. Only those 
yoters within the District will decide its course of action. 

The common fear from those outside the proposed District 
is that they will be liable for something for which they will 
enjoy no benefit. I’ve already explained that they will have no 
financial obligation, but let me stress that every citizen of Gor- 
tham is at least indirectly benefited. Those of you who send 
your children to schools in the village are benefited, those of 
you who attend church, shop, seek professional or personal 
services, those who work in the village, those who wish to just 
stroll through the village without smelling or stepping in raw 
sewage, those who hope for new business to come and existing 
businesses to stay—you all would benefit. 

The price tag is high on this proposed system, higher really 
than we of the committee thought it would be. But there you 
have it-—-two factors must be weighed. How badly do we need 
a sewer system and can we afford to pay for it. Also, keep 
these three points in mind: 
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1. Construction cost for this type of project increases con- 
sistently 4 - 5% per year. 


2. ‘The State and Federal Aid may not always be available, 
on the other hand if our economic status deteriorates it 
may be more generous than now. 


3. The problem will become no better by itself, instead it 
could become dramatically worse.

TOWN OF GORHAM 
February 1, 1960 to January 28, 1961. 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Gorham has 
been completed for the fiscal year ended January 28, 1961. The 
audit consisted of an examination of the records maintained 
by the Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector and other munici- 
pal officials. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that the net unexpended 
departmental balance lapsed amounted to $19,801.16, per the 
following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $30,126.05 
Overdrafts 10,324.89 
Net Unexpended Balance $19,801.16 


The overlay and the unallocated balance of excise tax revenue 
were the major factors contributing to the amount lapsed to 
surplus. Overdrafts occurred for the most part in the highway 
and abatement accounts.

The following comments pertain to the accompanying finan- 
cial statements and to the scope of audit. 


Assets 


The general fund cash balance of $64,903.96 and payroll 
account cash of $180.75 were on deposit in the Canal National 
Bank of Portland, Maine at January ,28, 1961. 


Accounts receivable of $501.08 were comprised principally of 
reimbursable expenditures for state and municipalities welfare 
cases. 


Taxes receivable totaled $41,732.49 at the close of the fiscal 
year. Current year uncollected taxes amounted to $41,094.02, 
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and the remaining balance of $638.47 represented unpaid 1958 
and 1959 accounts. 


Other general fund assets included tax liens and tax acquired 
property of $8,949.59 and $514.29 respectively. 


Liabilities 
Accounts payable totaling $2,538.40 consisted of unpaid cur- 
rent year charges. 


Reserves 


The appropriation accounts showed a net unexpended balance 
of $21,605.01, which was carried forward to the ensuing year in 
accordance with legal requirements and/or by authority of the 
municipal officers. 


The payroll reserve of $180.75 consists of social security de- 
ductions for the month of January 1961. 


Surplus 
The unappropriated surplus amounted to $89,683.00, an in- 
crease of $4,134.41 for the year. This change was occasioned 
principally by the net unexpended balance lapsed, less author- 
ized appropriations for various operations. 


Debt Fund 
_ The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as a separate 
fund, reflects outstanding school construction bonds of $445,- 
000.00 and school construction notes of $83,000.00. ‘These obli- 
gations mature in varying amounts during the ensuing eighteen 
years. 

Trust Funds 

The total amount of trust fund principals was $88,016.99 and 
unexpended income amounted to $16,953.62. These funds are 
invested in U. S. Bonds, time deposits, bank stock and share 
savings. 
School Construction and Equipment Fund 


Funds available for current year expenditures totaling $21,- 
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120.40 were comprised of a balance of $19,175.17 at the start 
of the year and a transfer of $1,945.23 from the Martha E. 
‘Robie Trust Fund. The fund was expended in its entirety during 
the year with expenditures made principally for school and 
athletic field contracts. 


Departmental Accounts 
The departmental operating accounts showed an increase of 
$68,656.08 in funds raised by taxation, as compared with the 
preceding year. A larger appropriation for education accounts 
and smaller appropriations for highways were the major factors 
contributing to the increase. 


The departmental balances carried forward to the ensuing 
year decreased by $4,826.10, as compared with the balances at 
the start of the year. The change appeared principally in the 
education and highway accounts. 


General 

The townspeople authorized the use of $34,200.00 of excise 

‘tax revenue and appropriations of $18,341.40 from surplus for 
various operating accounts. 


Scope of Audit 
The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Cash 
accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank statements and 
direct bank confirmation. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and can- 
celed checks were examined for a selected period. Verifications 
were utilized, on a test basis, to determine the correctness of 
recorded assets and liabilities. 


Excise tax collections were verified with copies of receipts 
retained by the collector. Education account balances were 
checked with the Superintendent of Schools. Trust fund trans- 
actions were examined and investments verified. Surety bond 
coverage was reviewed. 


Town of Gorham 155 

In our opinion, subject to the foregoing comments, the ac- 
companying statements and supporting information present 
fairly the financial position of the town at January 28, 1961, and 


the results of its operations for the year then ended.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


YOU, THE VOTERS, DECIDE AT TOWN MEETING 
BY YOUR VOTES THE AMOUNT OF MONEY THE 
TOWN IS-GOING TO SPEND FOR THE NEXT FISCAL 
YEAR. THEREFORE, YOU SHOULD ATTEND THE AN- 
NUAL TOWN MEETING AND BE ONE OF THOSE WHO 
ESTABLISHES THE TAX RATE FOR THE COMING 
YEAR. 


We wish to call the voters’ attention to the Budget figures 
on the foregoing pages. For example: Under Article 10, Ad- 
ministration, $16,300.00. By referring to the Budget under 
Administration, you will find a breakdown of the several 
amounts which total the $16,300.00. Therefore, you are able 
to follow the detail in connection with each account. 


House numbering, which was authorized at the last Annual 
Town Meeting was completed the past summer. This was done 
by the James W. Sewall Co., engineering firm of Old Town, 
Maine. 


The Surplus Account was increased this year by $4,134.41 
making a total surplus at the close of the fiscal year of $89,- 
683.00. | 
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ARTICLE 4. We suggest the motion on this article should 
be to make the taxes due and payable one month after date 
of commitment of the 1961 taxes to the Collector. This enables 
the Collector to collect on personal property, owners of which 
might otherwise move out of Town without paying. 


ARTICLE 5. We recommend that the Town vote to re- 
appropriate the amounts as indicated in this article. 


ARTICLE 9. We recommend that the Town vote to trans- 
fer the unexpended balance to the accounts indicated in the 
article. 


ARTICLE 11. Reference is made to R.S. 1954, c. 23. 3.71, 
Towns to maintain state highways in compact or built up 
sections. “Except as otherwise provided, all state and state aid 
highways within compact or built up sections of towns having 
a population of 5,000 and over, as determined by the commis- 
sion, shall be maintained in good repair by the town wherein 
the same are located at the expense of the town.” Therefore, it 
will be necessary that we appropriate $2,000.00 under this arti- 
cle for maintenance of state and state aid highways within 
the compact section of the two villages. 


ARTICLE 16. It is recommended that we use a dormant 
_spray this year. This is in addition to the regular spraying pro- 
cedure which we have used in the past and should improve 
the condition of the elm trees, and help prevent a spread of the 
fungus which kills the trees. 


ARTICLE 28. We have a balance in the State Aid Road 
account of $3,198.00. This amount, together with the 1961 
appropriation, will make a total of $6,396.00. The State will 
match this amount resulting in a total fund of $12,792.00. 


It is recommended that the Brackett Road Bridge over the 
Stroudwater River be reconstructed this year. An appropriate 
article has been included in the Warrant for this authorization. 
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We have received an estimate from the State Highway 
Commission in the amount of $35,700.00 which would be di- 
vided as follows: 


State $ 9,603.30 
County 10,710.00 
Town 15,386.70 

TOTAL $35,700.00 


The Town will pay for any additional right-of-way which 
may be required in connection with this project. The approach- 
es would be improved for about two hundred feet (200) 
northerly and two hundred fifty feet (250) southerly from the 
bridge. The approach road would be gravel surface with bi- 
tuminous treatment. Traffic would be detoured during construc- 
tion. It would be necessary that the Town furnish $2,594.70 
to cover the estimated cost, in addition to the State Aid Road 
joint fund. Also, to pay for any additional right-of-way required 
in building the approach roads. 


The Town Officials plan to use the 1962 State Aid joint 
funds to complete the Town’s share of the construction and 
also to construct additional State Aid road which would extend 
the approaches at this bridge. The Highway Commission will 
entertain a request from the Town Officials for anticipation of 
these additional funds and will repay the Town for their part 
of the joint funds on or after July 1, 1962. 


ARTICLE 38. We suggest the motion on this article should 
state that this ordinance will supercede all previous by-laws 
or ordinances pertaining to vehicles for hire. 


ARTICLE 45. The Felch Bridge located on the Wescott 
Road over North Branch Stream should be reconstructed, and 
the motion should state that, if necessary, this bridge be relo- 
cated. 


ARTICLE 46. The Board of Selectmen recommend that 
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the lease between the Town and the Smith-Wagner Post No. 
60 American Legion include the following: 


1. A lease to be drawn up between the Town of Gorham 
leasing for five years to the Smith-Wagner Post No. 60 
American Legion the property situated in Little Falls, 
known as the Frederick Robie School Building. 


9. Post to be responsible for all maintenance, including 
painting, repairs, heating, lighting, insurance (including 
public liability, fire, extended coverage, vandalism and 
maliscious mischief.) The Town of Gorham to be named 
as an insured. 


3, All improvements and betterments to accrue to the bene- 
fit of the Town of Gorham. 


4. Post to be responsible for orderly conduct of persons using 
property. 
5. Parking space to be available and main highway to be 
Ey clear. 


6. Lease to be for five years. 


7, Building to be available to all Inhabitants of the Town 
of Gorham upon proper request and availability. 


8. Responsible persons in charge and reservations to be 
conspicuously posted. — : 


9. It is understood that the lease may be terminated upon 
thirty days notice by either party.

To see whether the Town will vote to adopt the 
following ordinances: 
Sec. 53-A. Regulation of vehicles for hire. A person 


may not operate a vehicle for the transportation of 
passengers or goods for hire within the Town without 


a license. 
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I. Exception. This section does not apply to a 
vehicle under the jurisdiction of the Public Util- 
ities Commission of the State of Maine, to a ve- 
hicle passing through the Town en route to an- 
other municipality, or to a vehicle entering the 
Town after having obtained its payload in another 
municipality. 


Sec. 53-B. Application, insurance and fee. On receipt 
of an application signed by the applicant, a license 
fee of $10.00, and a paid-up automobile liability policy 
written by an authorized insurance company with 
personal liability coverage of $100,000.00 one person; 
$300,000.00 one accident; and property damage cov- 
erage of $10,000.00; covering the operation of any 
vehicle to be operated under the license, the Select- 
men shall issue the license to the applicant and return 
the insurance policy to him. 

Sec. 53-C. Term of license. The license is effective for 
one year from its date of issue. 


I. Limitation. Whenever the applicant fails to 
maintain the insurance coverage required by sec- 
tion 53-B, his license is automatically suspended 
until it is again provided. 


Sec. 53-D. Violation and penalty provisions. A person 
who operates a vehicle without being licensed as re- 
quired by section 53-A, or after his license is suspended 
as provided by section 53-C, shall be punished as pro-- 
vided in section 73. A person who parks a vehicle in 
a standing place designated under section 53 without 
being licensed as required by section 53-A shall be 
punished as provided in section 73.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF OF POLICE 


I hereby submit my report as Chief of Police of the Town 
of Gorham. 


1. 


The members of the Police Department have patrolled 
14,210 miles of highway, including both rural and urban 
roads. 


There were seventeen (17) cases brought before the 
Westbrook Municipal Court for hearing. 


- A number of Juvenile Delinquents have been brought 
before the presiding judge of Westbrook. Some have been ~ 


placed in homes by the Welfare Department of the State 
of Maine, some sent to the State School for Boys, and 
some were handled by the Probational Officer of Portland. 


Personal conferences with juveniles and their parents, 
juveniles and police officers, and disturbed citizens have 
been held at the home of the police chief. 


. The chief and a member of the State Highway Police 


have taken several cases to Augusta to give them the lie 
detector test. 


There were eighty-six (86) calls and complaints made, 
all of which were investigated. These consisted of breaks, 
petty larceny, prowlers, vandalism, missing persons, and 
lost children. Many other calls have been settled by 
phone. 


Besides working in conjunction with the State Police, 
thirty-three (33) accidents to motor vehicles and persons 
on highways within the limits of the Town of Gorham 
were handled by the local police department. 


The police chief and his.assistants have been in constant 
touch with the superintendent and principals of local 
schools in order to maintain better discipline at public 
occasions, 
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9. The above service has been extended to other civic groups, 
to stores, to funerals, and to numerous public occasions. 

10. Two portable radios have been purchased and eight cars 
equipped to handle them when on duty. 


11. The Base Station is located at the home of Elwood Neal, 
who handles many Calls and relays them to the patrol- 
man. 


12. All radios are on the same wave length as those being 
used in Westbrook, Falmouth, Saco and Sanford. The 
Base Station is on the same frequency as that of Cum- 
berland and York County Sheriff's Department. These 
have proved to be a great assistance in the work of the 
department. | 


13. Several Schools of Instruction have been held in order to 
keep all members of the force better informed on the 
most improved methods of law enforcement. Such schools 
will be continued. 


14. The Chief of Police wishes to thank all members of the 
department for working so well with him this past year, 
the Board of Selectmen and the Town Manager for their 
loyal cooperation and interest.

__ A report of the Gorham Police Department for this fiscal 
year would not be complete without mentioning the services 
of Mr. Roland F. Berry, who died on August 8, 1961. Mr. Berry 
was a loyal and devoted member of the force for a period of 
sixteen years.

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REPORT OF PLANNING BOARD 


We have prepared and submitted a new Zoning Ordinance 
and Map with our recommendation that it be adopted by the 
Town of Gorham. . 


A zoning ordinance covers a pretty broad field. One of its 
main purposes is to permit the Town to grow in an orderly 
fashion by keeping separate from one another those uses, such 
as dwellings and businesses, which do not go well with one an- 
other. It is also concerned with the health and safety of the 
people. For example: it requires that dwellings be set back a 
certain distance from a highway; that non-fireproof buildings 


be separated from one another by a certain distance; that the _ 


lots be large enough to contain an adequate septic tank and 
filter bed. In general, it is intended to make the community a 
pleasant, healthy and safe place in which to live and work. 


A building code is intended to protect the lives of people 
living and working inside buildings from the dangers of fire 
and structural collapse. It provides rules of good construction 
that make for a sound building and one that will not be a fire 
trap if it should catch on fire. 


A subdivision ordinance is intended to guide the actions of 
the professional land developer who builds a few houses. Its 
main concern is with the layout and construction of new streets, 
but it also has regulations concerning drainage, sidewalks and 
water supply. 


We recommend that the Town adopt the Subdivision Ordi- 
nance and the Building Code as included in the Warrant for 
the Annual Town Meeting. The Zoning Ordinance and Map, 
the Subdivision Ordinance and the Building Code are necessary 
steps in the preparation of a comprehensive plan as provided by 
State Law. 


We have prepared this ordinance by selecting accepted 
principles and adapting them for the Town of Gorham. They 
do not affect structures or uses existing at time of enactment 
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except as their application to new structures and uses improve 
the entire Town as a whole. 


These are the tools which can help to euide the growth of 
the Town to the best advantage to its inhabitants. Enactment 
of this ordinance will place these progressive tools in the hands 
of our Town Officers where they can be used.

PUBLIC HEALTH ACTIVITIES IN 
GORHAM — 1961 


The general purpose of public health nursing is to help 
people and the community as a whole to achieve and maintain 
optimal health. Your public health nurse carries out: this pur- 
pose by giving preventative, therapeutic, and rehabilitative 
services to individuals and families in their homes; through 
health services in schools; and through organized community 
programs for prevention of illness and promotion of health. 


Services rendered by the public health nurse included: Pro- 
fessional nursing care, under the direction of the family physi- 
cian, over four hundred nursing care visits were made. 


Direct public health nursing services were given to over 
one hundred and thirty families. Over two hundred home 
visits were made for purposes of health supervision. Referrals 
came from Child Health Conferences, families, friends, physi- 
cians, school personnel and case finding by the public health 
nurse. This year has shown an increase in the number of in- 
dividuals interested in and aware of mental health problems. — 
Unfortunately, resources for help in this area are limited. 


At the pre-school registration the public health nurse re- 
viewed the immunization and medical history of each child. 
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Activities carried out by the Gorham Health Council and 
the public health nurse: 


Child Health Conferences were held the first F riday of each 
month at the Methodist Church Vestry. Physical examination 
and full immunization by a physician were offered to all well 
pre-school children. A nominal fee is charged to cover the 
cost of the medications. One hundred and eighty-three visits 
were made. 


Town immunization clinics were held in April and May. 
Smallpox vaccine was offered to all Gorham residents. Diph- 
theria, Tetanus, Whooping Cough, and Polio immunization was 
offered to all children under sixteen years of age. 


The Gorham Health Council sponsored a Polio clinic in 
May at which one hundred and ten received Salk vaccine 
injections. 

School Health Check-ups were offered in grades 2, 5, and 8. 
Three hundred and forty-two children were examined by the 


school physician, Dr. R. B. Love. Urinalysis and hemoglobin 
tests were done in conjunction with the above. 


Gorham Health Council Activities—The Gorham Health 
Council with forty-two volunteer members and several honorary 
members has given approximately 1500 hours this year to Pub- 
lic Health projects in the town of Gorham. 


In addition to the above-mentioned projects for which the 
council supplies volunteer workers, the Health Council con- 
ducts an eye survey under the guidance of Dr. R. Fogg, testing 
children in several grades and trying to insure that those chil- 
dren needing glasses obtain them. 


The Dental Clinic, under the supervision of Dr. J. Tocher 
this year, checks the teeth of all children in four grades and 
conducts six clinics for some of those needing dental care. The 
percentage of children needing dental care this year was over 
90%—a figure which indicates that there is great need for 
parents to be more aware of the need for a proper program of 
dental hygiene for their children. 


— 
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The Loan Closet supplies such articles as hospital beds and 
wheelchairs to residents needing them upon request by the 
family physician. 


Transportation is furnished to Child Health Conferences and 
also to clinics in Portland. 


A Blood Bank is maintained at the Maine Medical Center 
for use by Gorham residents. There is great need for blood 
donors to keep up the supply in the bank. 


The Health Council wishes to thank all the Doctors in the 
town whose cooperation makes these programs possible. 


The Public Health Nurse wishes to thank all who have 
assisted in so many ways in carrying out this program.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


The citizens of Gorham can well be proud of their public 
library, Baxter Memorial Library, named for the donor of the 
library. We receive many compliments from strangers, visiting 
our town. It is, we believe, unusually well stocked for a small 
library. 


Why not come in to see us? Several people have come into 
the library lately who have said, “I have lived in Gorham all 
my life and have never been in the library before.” We invite 
you, residents of the town, to visit us. The library is open 
every afternoon except Thursday, from 2 to 5, Thursday from 
9 to 12, and Wednesday evening from 7 to 9. 


This year we have had a registration from the town of 252 
and from the college of 90, Thursday forenoon several classes 
from the Junior High come to the library to exchange books 
or to do reference work. Student groups are always accom- 
panied by teachers or practice teachers. 


This year the high school library has been brought up to 
accredited standards and thus we do not have as many high 
school students as we have had in the past. 


We hope that the older citizens of the town will make up 
for the decreased circulation from the teen-age group. 


This year we have purchased 175 books and have received 
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154 as gifts. The greatest number of gifts have come from the 
Federal Library Service. This program is intended as a demon- 
stration of better library services in the smaller communities. 
Libraries chosen to receive this aid were those whose expendi- 
ture for books was less than $1,000, but who did have the 
library open for a standard number of hours. The grant this 
year gave us $250 worth of children’s books. Most of these 
books are not 1961 editions, but are choice books approved by 
the National Library Association. We suggest that mothers of 
small children come in and look at the nice books available 
for their children. 


Other donors of books and magazines are Mr. Whitten, Mrs. 
Caruthers, Mrs. Glover, Mrs. Pope, Mrs. Loveitt, Mrs. Black- 
well, Mrs. Loveland, Mr. Joy, Mr.. E. Wiggin, Mr. Taliento, 
Music Club, Dr. Love, Dr. Ridlon, Robert Harris of Califor- 
nia, Mrs. Kendall and the Garden Club.

REPORT OF THE MARTHA ROBIE 
PARK COMMISSION 


During the year ending February 28, 1961, the Commission 
held four meetings. At these meetings plans were formulated for 
the Summer season of 1961. 


Our playground program was under the supervision of Mr. 
Donald Doyle, ably assisted by Mrs. Wendell McColler, who 
both did a splendid job. 


Our Little Gorham Baseball League was under the direction 
of Mr. Malcolm Smith. This part of our program was partici- 
pated in by 112 boys, comprising 6 teams. Games were played 
in the early evenings and many parents as well as other citi- 
zens attended these games which proved to be very popular 
among the boys. 


The playground attendance averaged 80 children per day. 
Play included Archery, Basketball, Badminton, Horseshoes, 
Volleyball and other supervised games. For the smaller children 
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there were swings, sandboxes, foot racing, etc. In addition to 
the above Mrs. McCollar instructed classes in arts and crafts. 


This year four picnic tables were added which were used not 
only by the children, but also by many families for picnics. We 
also erected 2 basketball backboards and archery equipment 
was added for the first time this year, and much of our worn 
out equipment was replaced . 


In December of 1961 the Park Commission gave permission 
to the Gorham Lions Club to build a skating rink on the ball- 
field for the Children. This has been very popular and many 
children and adults have taken advantage of the facility.

REPORT OF THE FIRE CHIEF 
To the Citizens of the Town of Gorham: 


During the year of 1961, the Gorham village companies re- 
sponded to forty-three (43) calls which were as follows: 7 
chimney, 10 buildings, 3 cars, 4 oil burners, 8 grass, 2 brush, 
1 woods, 3 electric stoves and wiring, 1 over heated furnace, 
1 out of town, and 3 miscellaneous fires. 


There was a total of 4 calls at North Gorham which, included 
1 dump, 1 grass, and 2 building fires. 


White Rock had 13 calls which were 4 dump, 5 buildings, 


1 truck, 1 woods, and 2 chimney fires. 


Little Falls had a total of 16 calls, they included 3 chimney, 
8 buildings, 1 oil burner, 2 grass, 1 power station and 1 rescue. 


West Gorham was called in on 4 building fires.

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Of the above mentioned fires there were seven (7) which 
were classfied as general alarms. The principal causes for build- 
ing fires were defective wiring and 3 appliances, improper use 
of stoves and two were of incendiary nature. Please have your 
wiring, fuses, and appliances checked by a competent and 


licensed man. 


All outside fires can only be laid to carelessness and can be 
prevented by a little forethought and sound reasoning. If you 
have to burn, call your Town warden or your fire department 
and we will be pleased to advise you on your problems. 


We have had too many building fires this last year, which 
resulted in a very high loss of taxation and also property loss 
to the owners. This can be prevented if the citizens will make 
a careful check of their property and have their hazardous 
surroundings rectified. 


We were very fortunate to have only two (2) small wood 
fires this last year. This type of fire is very expensive and can 
only be classified as pure carelessness. 


It was necessary to have many repairs made on several of 
the older pieces of apparatus. Ladder No. 1 which was bought 
in 1936 burned out a connecting rod and main bearing last 
August, and it was decided by the Board of Selectmen to have 
this motor repaired enough to get by until after Town meeting 


- when we could present the problem to the people of Gorham. 


The ladders on this truck are not safe and we are using it only 


_ when absolutely necessary. It was advised by the underwriters 


in their 1959 report, that the above piece of apparatus be 
replaced by an aerial ladder. 


The replacement of this ladder is not only a safety factor, 
but the last big step in placing the Town of Gorham in a “C” 
rating with the insurance department which would mean a very 
substantial reduction in your insurance rates. 


We are placing an article in the town warrant for Town 
meeting to replace this ladder truck with a modern aerial lad- 
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der and solicit your cooperation. This is a very serious matter 
and I hope you will give it very serious thought. How much 
is a human being’s life worth? 


Engine No. 5 at White Rock was rebuilt and completed last 
spring and has a large water tank and two pumps which can 
be used as a relay pumper and tank truck, and give much more 
protection to that section of the town. 


Lightning destroyed both radio alarm systems in North Gor- 
ham and White Rock stations last summer, and now have been 
replaced with new equipment. 


The North Gorham station and South Windham fire station 
have been approved as accredited stations by the insurance 
department. Under special dispensation by the insurance de- 
partment most all insurance policies in the Little Falls area 
have been written on the present rate. But, all persons living 
within a three mile area of the North Gorham station are 
entitled to a reduced rate of insurance. 


The whole department and myself wish to thank the people 
of the Town of Gorham for your cooperation and will strive 
to serve you as best we can in the future.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


I hereby submit my annual report of the schools of Gorham, 
covering the year February 1961 to February 1962. 


Enrollments 


As more pupils are enrolled in the Gorham School System 
each year, the total cost of education must necessarily increase. 


As yet, we have not reached a “‘leveling off” period in en- 
rollments. Last year we graduated 103 pupils, including 4 
Cornish pupils. Our September enrollment in junior primary 
was 143. A gain of 40 pupils without counting the number 
of pupils that enroll in other grades as a result of new families 
moving into town. This increase has been prevailing for the 
last ten years. 


Our real problem is at the elementary level. Presently, at 
the Shaw School we are using 11 classrooms, and also the 
library, auditorium, and cafeteria for classrooms. This building 
houses grades five through eight with a current enrollment of 
388 pupils. 


At the Millett School 13 classrooms and the auditorium are 
being used. This building houses junior primary through four 
with a current enrollment of 478 pupils. 


At the Little Falls School 7 classrooms and the auditorium 
are being used. This building houses junior primary through 
grade seven with a current enrollment of 240 pupils. 


At Whitney, a one-room school, grades junior primary 
through three are housed. The current enrollment is 29 pupils. 


At White Rock, a two-room school, grades junior primary — 
through six are housed. The current enrollment is 60 pupils. 


Our high school, designed to house approximately 500 pupils, 
has currently enrolled 436; this figure includes 36 Cornish 
pupils. As far as can be determined, this building should suf- 
fice for a few more years before an addition is considered. As

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previously mentioned, our real problem is at the elementary 


level. 


The Gorham School Building Committee, as authorized at 
the 1961 annual Town Meeting, has been meeting nearly every 
week during the past year and plan ‘to submit its proposal prior 
to the annual Town Meeting. Prior to the formation of this 
committee, the School Planning Committee met frequently for 
a year and submitted its report at the last Town Meeting.

School Program 


The most important part of a school program is what 1s 
taught in the classroom. However, since learning takes place 
in many different ways, the school program should also provide 
a variety and range of other learning opportunities. It includes 
such things as extra-curricula activities, music, library, health, 
physical education, and special arrangements for exceptional 
children. The program must provide for all children without’ 
reducing the quality of learning for any. There are certain 
conditions in the schools that are generally accepted as neces- 
sary for a good educational program. Among these are, that a 
school should inspire and challenge all pupils to high levels of 
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achievement, that each pupil’s talents, interest, and capacity to 
learn should be discovered, and that the school should be will- 
ing to experiment with new ideas and methods that may help 
it achieve its goals. 


The elementary school supplies the foundation on which all 
later learning is built. It must emphasize the three R’s and the 
skills of speaking and listening. Many believe it should do 
more—aintroduce a foreign language at the elementary grades, 
provide an organized physical education at the elementary 
level, and provide art instruction. 


The high school carries on the studies of the elementary 
school at a higher level and introduces more specialized sub- 
jects. But since they must provide for a greater range of in- 
terest, ability, and ambition, its program must, of necessity, 
be more varied. Through this variation, provision is made for 
those who will go to work immediately after graduation, as 
well as for those who will go on to college or advance study. 
At Gorham High School we are attempting to provide for these 
variations by constantly reviewing our curricula and making 
the necessary changes. To develop each student’s talents fully, 
ability grouping is used to provide different programs for the 
different types and levels of competence. 


Standardized tests are administered every year. After the 
tests have been scored and analyzed by the teacher, I urge 
parents to make an appointment with the teacher to have her 
discuss his child’s test results. I am sure most parents realize 
that test results should not be considered the sole criterion in 
judging a pupils progress. To my knowledge, no magic formula 
has yet been devised that will assure the teacher that every 
pupil will work to his capacity. Most of our problems would be 
relatively easy if we could overcome this persistent problem. 


Plant and Maintenance 


During the summer months our custodial staff is busy making 
minor repairs, painting, and thoroughly cleaning every school 
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building. Major repairs are contracted. A good program of 
preventative maintenance pays dividends in the long run. The

An audit of the financial records of the Town of Gorham 
has been completed for the fiscal year ended January 31, 1962. 
The audit consisted of an examination of the records main- 
tained under the supervision of the Town Manager and muni- 
cipal officials. 

The operations for the year showed that the net unexpended 
departmental balance lapsed amounted to $46,111.00, per the 


following summary: 


Departmental Operations:

The overlay and the unappropriated balance of excise tax 
revenue were the major factors contributing to the amount 


lapsed to surplus.

The following comments pertain to the accompanying finan- 
cial statements and to the scope of audit. 


Assets 


The general cash balance of $108,571.46 and payroll account 
cash of $231.01 were on deposit in the Canal National Bank, 
Portland, Maine at January 31, 1962. 

Accounts receivable totaled $390.74. This amount represented 
welfare expenditures due from the State of Maine and other 
municipalities. 

Taxes receivable totaling $34,066.03 consisted for the most 
part of current year accounts of $33,028.42. The remaining 
balance of $1,037.61 was for prior years’ accounts dating from 


9959. 
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Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to $12,625.85 
and $365.89 respectively. 


Liabilities, Reserves and Surplus 


Accounts payable totaling $254.00 consisted of unpaid cur- 
rent year charges. 


The appropriation accounts showed an unexpended balance 
of $36, 539.27, representing various operating account balances 
and overdrafts which are carried forward to the ensuing year 
in accordance with legal requirements and/or customary prac- 
tice. 


The payroll reserve of $231.01 was for social security deduc- 
tions for the month of January 1962. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $116,994.00, an 
increase of $27,311.00 for the year. This change was occasioned 
by the next unexpended departmental balance lapsed, less au- 
thorized transfers for various current operations. 


Debt Fund 


The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as a sepa- 
rate fund, reflects outstanding school construction and fire 
equipment notes totaling $69,000.00 and school construction 
bonds amounting to $420,000.00. These obligations mature dur- 
ing the ensuing seventeen years with interest at varying rates. 


Trust Funds 


The total amount of trust fund principals was $93,264.41 
and unexpended interest amounted to $18,870.39. These funds 
are invested in U. S. Bonds, time deposits, bank stock and 
share savings. 


Departmental Accounts 


The departmental operating accounts showed a decrease of 
$6,270.25 in funds raised by taxation, as compared with the 
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preceding year. Smaller appropriations for debt and legal serv- 
ices and the overlay assessment were the principal factors con- 
tributing to the decrease. 


The departmental balances carried forward increased by 
$14,934.26, as compared with balances at the start of the year. 
This change occurred principally in the education, highway 


and health accounts. 


General 


The townspeople authorized the use of $35,170.00 of excise 
tax revenue for highway purposes and also transfers of $18,- 
800.00 from surplus for various operating accounts. 


Scope of Audit 


Count of cash was made and records checked to determine 
the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system of 
‘nternal control was reviewed as pertained to the handling of 
cash-and other matters of financial concern. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of statements 
furnished by the depository. Verifications were utilized, on a 
test basis, to determine the correctness of recorded assets and 
liabilities. 

_An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as ex- 
penditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and can- 
celed checks were examined for a selected period. Excise tax 
collections were verified by examination of copies of receipts 
retained by the collector. 


Trust fund transactions were reviewed and investments verl- 
fied. Surety bond coverage was examined. 


In our opinion, subject to the foregoing comments, the ac- 
companying statements and supporting information present 
fairly the financial position of the Town at January 31, 1962, 
and the results of its operations for the year then ended.

Section 1. Adoption of Building Code. 


There is hereby adopted by the Town of Gorham for the pur- 
pose of establishing rules and regulations for the construction, 
alteration, removal, demolition, equipment use and occupancy, 
location and maintenance of buildings and structures, including 
permits and penalties, that certain building code known as the 
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National Building Code, Abbreviated Edition, including Appen- 
dices A, B, and C and January 1958 Amendments, recommended 
by the National Board of Fire Underwriters, being particularly 
the 1955 edition thereof and the whole thereof, save and except 
such portions as are hereinafter deleted, modified or amended, 
and from the date on which this ordinance shall take effect, the 
provisions thereof shall be controlling in the construction of all 
buildings and other structures within the corporate limits of the 
Town of Gorham. 

Section 2. Establishment of Office of Building Inspector. 

(a) The office of building inspector is hereby created and the 
executive official in charge shall be known as the Building In- 
spector. 

(b) The building inspector shall be appointed by the Select- 
men. His appointment shail continue during good behavior and 
satisfactory service. He shall not be removed from office except 
for cause after full opportunity has been given him to be heard 
on specific charges. 

(c) During temporary absence or disability of the building 
inspector the appointing authority shall designate an acting 


building inspector. 
Section 3. Duties of Building Inspector. 


It shall be the duty of the building inspector to enforce all laws 
relating to the construction, alteration, removal, and demolition 
of buildings and structures. 


Section 4. Right of Entry. 


The building inspector, in the discharge of his official duties, 
and upon proper identification, shall have authority to enter any 
building, structure or premises at any reasonable hour. 


Section 5. Definitions. 


(a) Wherever the word “Municipality” is used in the build- 
ing code, it shall be held to mean the Town of Gorham. 
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(b) Wherever the term “Corporation Counsel” is used in the 
building code, it shall be held to mean the Attorney for the 
Town of Gorham. 


(c) Wherever the term “‘Building Official” is used in the build- 
ing code, it shall be held to mean the Building Inspector. 


Section 6. Fire Limits Established. 


The fire limits of the Town of Gorham are hereby established 
as follows: 


Beginning at the intersection of Main and Elm Streets 
in Gorham Village and ending at the intersection of 
State and Pine Streets, and extending to a depth of 
two hundred fifty (250) feet on both sides of the cen- 
terline of Main and State Streets between those inter- 
sections. 


Section 7. Saving Clause. 

Nothing in this ordinance or in the code hereby adopted shall 
be construed to affect any suit or proceeding now pending in 
any court, or any rights acquired, or liability incurred, nor any 
cause or causes of action accrued or existing, under any act or 
ordinance repealed hereby. Nor shall any right or remedy of any 
character be lost, impaired or affected by this ordinance. 


Section 8. Validity. 


The invalidity of any section or provision of this ordinance 
or of the code hereby adopted shall not invalidate other sections 
or provisions thereof. , 


Section 9. Inconsistent Ordinances Repealed. 
Ordinances or parts thereof in force at the time that this or- 
dinance shall take effect and inconsistent herewith, are hereby 
repealed. ) 


Section 10. Permit Fees. 


Applications for permits required by this Ordinance shall be 
accompanied by fees computed in accordance with the following 
table:

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BABB’S BRIDGE 


The 68-foot Babb’s Bridge, oldest of 
Maine’s ten remaining wooden covered 
bridges, spans the Presumpscot River 
between Gorham and Windham. Built 
in 1864 it cost the adjoining towns of 
Gorham and Windham just $699.43. 
The covered bridge replaced the first 
bridge built on the river at Leavitt’s Falls 
in 1763 which was an open bridge. It 
was named for the Babb family who 
lived on the Gorham side of the river 
for many years. The Babb homestead is 
now owned by Hall C. Sawyer, Gorham, 
who maintains it as a summer residence.

Of the above-mentioned fires there were four which were 
classified as general alarm fires. 


Defective wiring is the principal cause of building fires. It is 
suggested that if you have any known wiring problems you 
contact a qualified and licensed electrician and have your elec- 
tric system checked and, if necessary, rewired to the proper 
code. Any delay in this matter will only cause you, and the fire 
department, a lot of trouble. 


Once again I warn the people of the Town of Gorham that 
all outside fires are potentially dangerous, and can only be pre- 
vented by a little forethought and sound reasoning. If you 
have to burn during a dry season, call your ‘Town warden or 
your fire department and we will be pleased to advise you. Con-— 
tacting the fire department about burning problems has been a 
great savings to the townspeople, as well as to the Town itself. 


The new aerial ladder which was voted at the last Town 
Meeting was put in commission September 10, 1962. A new 
drill tower was completed in September, 1962, which will be 
used in training for all phases of ladder work. 


The New England Rating Association surveyed the Town 
the last of September, and on their recommendations, made in 
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the fall of 1959, the Town was classified as 6th Class for 
Specifically Rated property and Grade “C” for Property Sub- 
ject to Dwelling Minimum Rates. This became effective on 
December 10, 1962. This means a very substantial reduction in 
snsurance rates for anyone living within one thousand feet of a 
pressure hydrant. For further information please contact your 
insurance agent for the reduction of rate that you are entitled 
to receive. 


Old Ladder No. 1 was sold upon bids received by the Select- 
men for the sum of $206.00, less advertising costs. ‘This amount 
was credited to the cost of the new Aerial Ladder No. 1. 


The fire loss in the town was greatly reduced in the last 
year, enabling us to add some necessary equipment to the de- 
partment which was greatly needed. We now have all neces- 
sary fresh air breathing masks on each truck, except the West 
Gorham Forestry Unit, which was recommended by the rating 
bureau. 


A new pressure hydrant was added on Robie Street near 
the new elementary school, which was greatly needed. In 1963 
the Town plans to run a new water main along Robie Street 
and tie into the existing main at the corner of Depot and Rail- 
road Avenues which will build up this area immensely. I sin- 


_cerely hope the people of the ‘Town will support this extension. 


We now have a new qualified drill master for the department, 
namely, Mr. Paul M. Neal, Assistant Fire Chief, who went to 
drill school at Augusta, Maine, this fall. This again, was one of 
‘the requirements of the rating bureau. We must have fire drills 
at least once a month throughout the year. 


On behalf of the department and myself I wish to thank the 
people of the ‘Town of Gorham for their support and coopera- 
tion this past year. We will strive to serve you to the best of our 
ability in the future.

I hereby submit my report as Chief of Police of the Town 
of Gorham, Maine. 


This year our patrols have covered 16,440 miles of highway, 
including rural and urban roads. 


There were visitations made on fifty-nine calls. Many other | 
complaints were handled satisfactorily over the telephone. 
These consisted of petty larceny, intoxication, lost children, 
breaks and vandalism. 3 


There were twenty-six accidents handled by the Town Police : 
others by the State Police. 


A number of juvenile delinquents have been brought before 
the Juvenile Court at Westbrook; also a number of hearings. 
Some of these cases have been put on probation; others were 
handled by the Welfare Department or placed in Boys’ School.

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There have been twelve cases before the court for minor in- 
fractions. 


Numerous doors in the business section have been found un- 
locked and reported. 


Residences of citizens who have been on vacation have been 
checked day and night for their protection. 


The Police Officers have been in constant touch with the 
Superintendent of Schools and various teachers in order that 
better control of juvenile problems might be maintained. 


The County Sheriff's Department and the State Police have 
been very helpful in assisting us in solving some of our problems 
as they are constantly patrolling the town. 


In closing I wish to thank the members of this department, 
the Board of Selectmen and all law enforcing officers for the 
loyal support and cooperation they have given to me and to the 
Gorham Police Department.

In this my first report (Annual) as Director of Civil Defense 
and Public Safety, I wish to thank all, who are members of the 
Gorham Civil Defense Organization, for the services which they 
have rendered. 


We have excellent co-operation from the Board of Select- 
men, the Town Manager and the County Director and his 
staff. The citizens of the Town of Gorham appropriated the 
sum of $2,985.00 for Civil Defense at the Annual Town Meet- 
ing in March and of this amount $2,362.04 has been expended. 


The Communication System is in good condition and opera- 
tive at all times, 2 meter and 6 meter transceivers were pur- 
chased and have been assembled and installed at several loca- 
tions. We are in direct radio communication with the County 
Control Center at South Windham. 


Fixed Monitoring Stations have been established and Radio- 
logical background readings are recorded each and every day 
and these readings are transmitted to the County Control Cen- 
ter every Wednesday night. A large number of people have 
completed the basic Radiological Monitoring course in a satis- 
factory manner. 


Meetings of the Civil Defense Headquarters Staff have been 
held at the call of the Director at the Gorham Control Center, 
which is located on the second floor of the Fire Station on 
South Street. | 


We have had several test evacuations of the Public Schools 
and all students were evacuated to their homes without in- 
cident. The Supt. of Schools and School Department have been 
co-operative. 


The Fire and Police departments are efficient. Test Alerts 
have been held. 


The Civil Defense warning system is operative, a siren has 
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been installed at Gorham State Teachers College and test signal 
+s sounded each and every Saturday at 12 o'clock noon. 


Wardens and Auxiliary Police have been enrolled and have 
had practical training. Several First Aid classes have been 
successfully completed. 


All School buildings and all Public buildings have been in- 
spected, recommendations have been made regarding safety 
factors. | 


It is the feeling that at least a minimum degree of efficiency 
has been attained and our efforts during the coming year will 
be devoted to a strengthening of the Civil Defense Organiza- 


tion. 
Our greatest need at the present time is Man Power.

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HEALTH AND SANITATION 


Gorham Public Health Nursing Service 


Your public health nurse is employed on a full time basis by 
the Town of Gorham. The nurse carries out a generalized 
service and this means that she gives service to people in their 
homes, in the schools, and in the community. Professional 
nursing services in the home are available under the direction 
of the family physician. 


Child Health Conferences were held regularly the first Fri- 
day of each month. All pre-school children may attend for 
medical supervision. The following immunizations were com- 


pleted: 
Diphtheria, Tetanus, Whooping cough AA 
Salk Polio Vaccine 34 
Smallpox Gd 


In accordance with state law, immunization clinics were held 
in April and May. Eight hundred forty-five immunizations were 
given. The children are well protected, but are their parents? 
Smallpox vaccine is available to all at these clinics. 


Public health nursing services in the schools included plan- 
ning and participation in: 


School health check-ups. 

Audiometer testing. 

Pre-school registration 

Eye survey 

Dental program 

Visits with school personnel 

Home visits for referral of known and suspected health 
problems to various resources.

As the quantity of school children increases we must review 
and evaluate our programs in order to maintain quality. 
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A Salk Polio Vaccine clinic was held in June under the spon- 
sorship of the Gorham Health Council. 


The Gorham Health Council members have given many 
hours of volunteer service in support of the public health pro- 
gram. 


During the year your public health nurse visited many of the 
resources of the area and participated in the State Department 
of Health and Welfare in-service education programs. 


Public health nursing service to individuals and families in 
their homes is the unique function of the nurse. These services 
do not lend themselves to statistical tabulation. What is ac- 
complished in each situation is the important measurement of 
the public health nurse’s contribution to community health. Her 
specialized knowledge and skills in nursing care of the sick in 
the home, her skill in observation and case finding, her knowl- 
edge of health and welfare resources are available to any family 
in the town.

Public Health Officer’s Report for 1962 


The highlight of the Public Health Officer’s activities this 
past year was the Municipal Sewerage Issue. As Chairman of 
the Sewerage Study Committee, I wish to take this opportunity 
on behalf of the Committee to explain its thinking and recom- 
mendations. 


During 1960 a special ‘Town Meeting was held to hear and 
act on a report of the Committee. The meeting was called pri- 
marily to hear a report from the Engineers on their completed 
studies and to consider whether to submit a Bill to the 100th 
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Legislature which would enable the Town to form a Sewerage 
District. The Meeting was hurriedly conceived in order to meet 
the dead line for submitting the Bill. The Committee, therefore 
did not have the opportunity to fully inform the voters on the 
full meaning of a Sewerage District. After considerable discus- 
sion, the meeting voted to have the Legislature consider an en- 
abling act. 


On September 16, 1961, 90 days after adjournment of the 
Legislature, the Bill became effective. There were parts of the 
Bill that were disturbing to the Committee; and since the entire 
Bill had to be taken, it was the feeling of the Committee that 
it was not acceptable. If no’ action was taken, the Term of the 
Bill would expire on December 15, 1962. 


On September 5, 1962 an open meeting was held in the 
Charles Shaw Junior High School Auditorium. This meeting 
was an attempt to present to the people of the proposed Sewer 
District the Sewer Study Committee’s criticism of the proposed 
Enabling Act, to discuss the “Sewerage Study of the Town of 
Gorham,” an engineering report prepared by Dale E. Caruth- 
ers, Civil and Sanitary Engineer, and to make constructive 
recommendations as to future studies; a summary of which 
follows: 


1. ‘The problem areas represent only a very small part of the 
proposed District. 


2. The engineering objective in designing the proposed sewer 
and district was to provide long-range plans (20-40 years) for 
the maximum gravity type system encompassing the Gorham 
Village area and the Little Falls Village area. 


3. The plans do not represent a system which is economically 
practical as an initial system but rather one which may be 
worked toward over a period of years. 


4. When the vote was taken on the formation of a sewerage 
district, it was required that three trustees be elected to run 
the district. The Board of Trustees by law would be given full 
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power to proceed and under the terms of the Act could borrow 
money, install the sewer system, bill and assess the property 
owners to provide revenue to pay operating expenses and long- 
term debts. 


5. The Bill passed by the Legislature would permit the 
Trustees to borrow up to $1,000,000. This amount is excessive 
‘n view of the present needs for a sewerage system and the 
financial capabilities of the proposed district area. 


6. Once the Sewerage System is installed, there are four 
types of costs which the individual property owners must con- 


sider. 


a. A front footage cost assessed as a down payment to 
defray initial capital requirements and reduce the level of 
debt. This rate is set by the Trustees but might be in the 
order of $4-$6 per front footage. 


b. A yearly operating assessment to provide operating 
revenue and money for debt repayment. In the proposed 
system this could not be less than $90-$100 per year. 


c. An entrance charge for connection to the District sewer 


mains. 


d. An initial cost for running sewer lines from the resi- 
dence to the District mains. The cost would vary consider- 
able from house to house. Older residences with septic 
‘systems residing to the rear might require considerable inside 


rearrangement of piping. 


7. All, property owners within the District would be respon- 
sible for the debts of the District whether they are connected 
or not. Thus, it is important that the defined areas and the 
installed system be carefully conceived and worked out to eco- 
nomically serve the users and to avoid a financial fiasco. 


8. The voters of the District should not vote to form a Dis- 
trict until a suitable initial system has been developed. Con- 
doning the authority and responsibility of the Board of ‘Trustees, 
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it would be unwise to form the District, lacking economic plans 
acceptable to the users. 


The above factors cover the basic reasons why the Committee 
recommended and encouraged the voters to vote “no” when 
the act was subsequently tested by referendum at a special town 
meeting. The Article was soundly defeated. 


The Committee recommended the following constructive 
steps to be taken: 


1. The number of members to be increased to 5 or 7. 


2. The membership include a member of the town Govern- 
ment and that the Committee look to the Town management 
for some leadership. 


3. Money should be appropriated to provide the Committee 
with engineering and technical assistance. 


4. The Committee should meet on a more or less regular 
schedule until a satisfactory program is evolved. 


9. The Committee should consider present and future sewer- 
age problems on a broad base, i.e. be prepared to recommend 
Building codes and other actions which will help prevent mis- 
takes and trouble in the future. 


6. The Committee should examine means for insuring that 
the property owners maintain satisfactory private systems. 


7. A sewerage system must be based on a genuine com- 
munity need and not be installed for the purpose of taking care 
of isolated cases. 


8. ‘The Committee should make or cause to have’ made a 
survey of the Town’s real needs for a sewerage system, present 
and near future. Information presently available is too general 
and does not clearly depict the nature and extent of the prob- 
lems. 


9. Any future bill submitted to the Legislature should clearly 
make it mandatory for the property owners abutting the sewer 
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mains to connect to it. Economic projections must be based on 
knowledge of an assured number of customers. 


10. It would be desirable for the ‘Town to seek some sort of 
legislative action or position which would enable it to take ad- 
vantage of any special public works money if made available. 


Any genuine solution to this problem will be very expensive 
and will become evermore expensive the longer it is delayed. It 
is, therefore, the purpose of the Sewer Study Committee to try 
to find a solution consistent with the peoples’ ability to pay for 
it. 

My other duties as your Public Health Officer were very 
much the same as in previous years, 1.e. conducting immuniza- 
tion clinics, investigating Public Health problems and com- 
plaints, most of which have to do with inadequate sewerage. 


There were a total of 138 cases of communicable diseases re- 
ported. I am certain this is only a fraction of the total actual 
cases. Again, I urge parents to report either to me or their 
family physician all cases of Measles, German Measles, Whoop- 
ing Cough, Mumps, Chicken Pox, Scarlet Fever, Impetigo, and 
Hepatitis. There are several other diseases that should be re- 
ported, not common in this area, which are usually reported by 
the family physician. 


I wish to express my gratitude to Mrs. Elizabeth Getty, our 
Town Health Nurse, and the Gorham Health Council, for their 
excellent cooperation throughout this past year.

We shall continue to give the maximum assistance needed in 
all cases and still remain within the appropriation. 


You will note that we have an unexpended balance in the 
Town Welfare account for the past fiscal year in the amount of 
$2,609.50. However, we feel that we should not reduce the ap- 
propriation below $5,000.00. 

During the past year we have delivered surplus foods to 
those people who qualified in accordance with Federal and 
State regulations. It is required that those applying must com- 
plete an application, and records of the distribution are kept in 
accordance with Federal and State instructions.

Baxter Memorial Library Librarian’s Report 


Baxter Memorial Library would be glad to welcome many 
more of the adult citizens of the town. We have good reference 
material, departments on art, music, antiques, and general 
works. We have an excellent children’s section. For the con- 
venience of our patrons we are open Wednesday evening from 
seven to nine, and Thursday forenoon from nine to twelve, and 
every afternoon except Thursday from two to five. Besides 
books we have about twenty-five of the best-known magazines. 
Four of these are for children. Magazines may be taken out as 
seven-day books. 


Thursday forenoon students from the fifth grade come in 
regularly with their teachers for exchange of books and for 
reference work. Other groups from the Junior High come in as 
they desire for special reference material. 


We have had several changes in personnel in the library. Mrs. 
Mary Morton, Assistant Librarian, resigned to take a position 
at G.S.T.C. Library. Mrs. Mildred Bicknell was appointed to 
take her place as Assistant Librarian and Mrs. Laura Whitten 
as part-time Librarian. Mr. Ralph Goodrich was appointed 
custodian of the building in place of Mr. Ernest Scribner who, 
as sub-master of the high school, found himself too busy for 
the extra work. 


We have added about 287 books to the library, quite evenly 
divided between fiction and non-fiction. We have had _ fifty- 
four gifts of books and several gifts of magazines.

Our playground program was ably supervised by Mr. Donald

Planning Board 


At the March 1962 Town Meeting we presented to you for 
adoption a zoning ordinance, a building code and a subdivision 
ordinance. The building code was adopted. The subdivision or- 
dinance was turned down after it was found that some parts of 
it needed rewording. 

The zoning ordinance was voted down without sufficient dis- 
cussion to indicate the merits of the ordinance, when the ques- 
tion of legality of the wording of the article was raised. 


Nearly all the time of the Planning Board since the March 
1962 Town Meeting until now has been used both to determine 
what the responsible citizens of Gorham want in their zoning 
ordinance and how to provide it for them. 


Our Town Manager and Selectmen have been most helpful. 
Many citizens from all sections of town have given time and 
effort to help us draft an ordinance which will be most helpful 
to Gorham and its inhabitants. 


The Greater Portland Regional Planning Commission has 
provided us with the proper information and assistance to in- 
sure that our ordinance conform to recognized standards. 


Our Town Manager has determined, with legal assistance, 
that this ordinance as now presented will stand the test of the 
feourts, | 

The Appeals Boards, with the support of the Town Manager, 
the Selectmen and the Planning Board, has the power and 
desire to see that no hardship is caused by the application of 
the provisions of the ordinance. 

The pritited zoning ordinance and map was reviewed and 
approved by the Selectmen, with Chairman Austin Alden pre- 
siding, February 21, and a public hearing will be held at the 
Junior High School on February 25th, the same day the ‘Town 
Report goes to press.

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Superintendent’s Report 


I hereby submit my annual report of the schools of Gorham, 
covering the year February 1962 to February 1963. 


Enrollments and School Housing 


On March 17, 1962, at the annual town meeting, the voters 
authorized the construction of two elementary schools, one 
located in the White Rock area on land formerly owned by Mr. 
Raymond Strout and the other in the village area on land 
formerly owned by Mr. Frederick Robie. 


The White Rock School houses the junior primary through 
the sixth grade, with a current enrollment of 187 pupils. Open 
house was held on Monday, November 12, 1962. 


The Village Elementary School is due for completion in 
June, 1963 and will house grades four, five, and six, with a 
projected four divisions to each grade. The fourth grade at the 
Millett School and the fifth and sixth grades at the Shaw School 
will be transferred to the new Village Elementary School 
beginning September 1963. 


The Shaw School will house all seventh and eighth grade 
pupils in the town. 


After the completion of the Village Elementary School, our 
school housing program will be as follows:

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Fifty Years Ago and Now 


I thought it might be of interest to some citizens to compare 
the course of study offered fifty years ago with the present 
course offerings at Gorham High School. 


Fifty years ago, there was only one course offered, a College 
Course, with the following subjects: 


Required: English, 4 years; Algebra, 1 year; Geometry, | year. 


Electives: Latin, Ancient History, Biology, Commercial 
Arithmetic and Penmanship, Drawing, Manual ‘Training, 
French, Greek, Bookkeeping, European History, Physics, Mathe- 
matics and History Review, English History, Commercial 
Geography, Physical Geography, Chemistry, American History 
and Civil Government, Solid Geometry. 


Presently the following courses are offered: College, Business 
Education, Industrial Arts, Home Economics, Agriculture, 
General. 


Required: English, 4 years; Health, 1 year; Physical Educa- 
tion, 4 years; *Algebra, | year; Biology, 1 year; *Geometry, 1 
year; United States History, 1 year; Algebra II, 1 year.—*For 
college course. 


Electives: Latin, Ancient History, Biology, General Science, 
Earth Science, World History, Economic Geography, Algebra, 
General Mathematics, Home Economics, Agriculture, Industrial 
Arts, Music, Band, Geometry, Modern History, French, Busi- 
ness Training, Typing, Driver Education, Speech, Chemistry, 
Economics, Problems of Democracy, Music Appreciation, Book- 
keeping, Business Economics, Business Law, Civil Government, 
Secretarial Office Practice, Business Machines. 


This year we are including in the school budget the following 
special teachers: music and band supervisor, elementary super- 
visor, teacher for mentally handicapped children, art super- 
visor, elementary physical education supervisor, and a remedial 
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reading teacher. With the addition of these teachers to our 
staff, the over-all educational program in Gorham would be 
benefited. We solicit your support for appropriations to secure 
these teachers. 


It has been said that no nation can rise above its people. This 
saying would probably hold true for any community. I am 
sure I am confirming what everybody knows, if he thinks about 
it, that life thirty years from now, every ten years from now, 
will be considerably influenced by the kind of people we are 
today and the way we educate our children. I am sure the 
boys and girls in Gorham can take considerable gratification in 
the manner in which citizens of Gorham have supported their 
schools, 


In conclusion, I wish to express my sincere thanks and ap- 
preciation to the members of the Superintending School Com- 
mittee for their advice and assistance, to the citizens of Gorham 
for appropriations made in the interests of education, and to 
the teachers, whose earnest efforts and conscientious work, 
made good schools possible.

An audit of the financial records of the Town of Gorham has 
been completed for the year ended January 31, 1963. The audit 
consisted of an examination of the records maintained under 
the supervision of the Town Manager and municipal officials. 

The operations for the year showed that the net unexpended 
departmental balance lapsed amounted to $60,635.92, per the 
following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $ 69,527.31 
Overdrafts 8,891.39 
Net Unexpended Balance ~ $ 60,635.92 


Revenue derived from excise taxes and the overlay were the 
major factors contributing to the amount lapsed to surplus. The 
major overdrafts occurred in the highway accounts.

The following comments pertain to the accompanying 
financial statements and to the scope of audit. 


Assets 

- The general cash balance of $66,317.95 and payroll account 
cash of $392.78 were on deposit in the Canal National Bank, 
Portland, Maine at January 31, 1963. 

Accounts receivable of $1,048.40 represented welfare expendi- 
tures due from the State of Maine and other municipalities. 

Taxes receivable totaling $44,316.55 consisted principally of 
current year accounts of $42,965.46. The balance of $1,351.09 
was for prior years’ accounts dating from 1959. 

Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to $12,408.91 
and $321.71 respectively. 
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Liabilities, Reserves and Surplus 


Accounts payable totaling $200.00 consisted of unpaid current 
year civil defense charges. 

The appropriation accounts showed a net unexpended bal- 
ance of $20,603.49 representing various operating balances and 
overdrafts carried forward to the ensuing year in accordance 
with legal requirements and/or customary practice. 

The payroll reserve of $392.78 was for social security deduc- 
tions for the month of January, 1963. 

The unappropriated surplus amounted to $100,809.52, a 
decrease of $16,184.48 for the year. This change was occasioned 
principally by the authorized transfers for various current 
operations and a transfer for the reduction in the tax levy, 
less the net unexpended departmental balance lapsed. 


Debt Fund 


The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as a separate 
fund, reflects the outstanding school construction and fire 
equipment notes totaling $75,000.00 and school construction 
bonds amounting to $824,000.00. These obligations mature 
during the ensuing sixteen years with interest at varying rates. 


Trust Funds 


The total amount of trust fund principals was $93,464.41 
and unexpended income amounted to $21,214.27. These funds 
are invested in U. S. Bonds, time deposits, bank stock and 
share savings. 


Departmental Accounts 


The departmental balances carried forward decreased by 
$6,983.38 in funds raised by taxation, as compared with the © 
preceding year. Larger appropriation for protection, education 
and highways and bridges, less a transfer from surplus to 
reduce the tax levy, were the major factors responsible for the 
increase. 

The departmental baalnces carried forward decreased by 
$15,935.78 as compared with the balances at the start of the 
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year. This change occurred principally in the education, high- 
way and health accounts. 


General 


The townspeople authorized transfers of $76,900.00 for vari- 
ous current operations and reduction of the 1962 tax levy. Also, 
voter authorized was the issuance of bonds of $429,000.00 and 
notes of $20,000.00 to finance school construction’ and the 
purchase of fire equipment respectively. 


Scope of Audit 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to 
the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
Count of cash was made and records checked to determine the 
accuracy of recording cash transactions. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of statements 
furnished by the depository. Time deposits, investments and 
notes payable were checked. Verifications were utilized, on a 
test basis, to determine the correctness of recorded assets and 
liabilities. 

An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and 
canceled checks were examined for a selected period. Excise 
tax collections were compared with copies of the receipts 
retained by the collector. 


Trust fund transactions were reviewed. Bond interest and 
principal payments were checked. The minutes of the annual 
meeting were checked for matters of financial concern. Surety 
bond coverage was examined.

ACTS AND LAWS 


Entered at the Session begun and held at Boston on the 
Eighteenth Day of October A.D. 1764. Passed October 
30, 1764. 


An Act for erecting The Plantation 
called Gorham-town into a town by 
the name of Gorham 


Whereas it has been represented to this Court that the 
erecting the Plantation called Gorham-town in the County 
of Cumberland into a town will greatly contribute to the 
growth thereof and remedy many inconveniences to which 
the Inhabitants and Proprietors may be otherwise subject. 


“Be it enacted by the Governor, Council, and House of Rep- 
resentatives, That the Plantation commonly called and known 
by the Name of Gorham-Town, in the County of Cumberland; 
bounded as follows, viz. beginning at a marked Tree on the 
westerly Side of Pesumpscot-River in a Course South West 
twenty three Degrees from the Hemlock Tree, on the other 
Side of the said River, which is fifteen Poles below Inkhorn 
Brook; and thence running South twenty three Degrees West 
on the Head of Falmouth two Miles and two Hundred and 
twenty six Poles to a Spruce Tree marked, standing about two 
Poles westward of an old Mast Path, being the corner Bounds 
of Scarborough, Falmouth, and said Gorham-Town, thence 
running on the Head of Scarborough, nine Hundred and fifteen 
Poles to a large Hemlock Tree marked N.G. thence running 
North thirty three Degrees West seven Miles and Quarter of a 
Mile by Narragansett Numb. One to a Firr-Tree marked; and | 
from thence running North East seven Miles and two Hun- 
dred Poles to said Pesumpscot-River, to a large Hemlock-Tree 
about two Rods from the said River, marked G.P. and bounded 
North-easterly by said River; be and hereby is erected into a 
Town by the name of Gorham. And that the Inhabitants 
thereof be, and hereby are invested with all the Powers, 
Privileges and Immunities, which the Inhabitants of the Towns 
within this Province do or may enjoy. 


“Provided, That none of the Inhabitants or Proprietors of 
said Town be held by virtue of this Act of Incorporation to 
pay any Part of the ministerial Charges heretofore arisen in 
said Plantation, which they were not obliged (by their own 
contract) to pay previous to such Incorporation.

Of the above mentioned fires, there were eight classified as 
general alarm fires. 


Defective wiring and faulty oil burners seem to be leading 
causes of building fires. Once again I urge you to have elec- 
trical work done by a qualified electrician, and your oil burner 
cleaned and checked by a licensed oil burner man. 


You will note that the woods fires this last year were very 
few and small in character. We would like at this time to praise 
the people of this town for their cooperation, patience, and 
thoughtfulness during our long dry spell. A grass or woods fire — 
at that crucial time could have cost the taxpayers a good many 
thousands of dollars as well as the loss of their homes. 


The Gorham Village and Little Falls Departments had pump 
schools, aerial ladder and ground ladder drills each week 
throughout the summer months. These drills were put on under 
qualified instructors furnished by the Department of Education 
of Augusta, Maine. This service is furnished by the State to any 
town fire department upon request by its chief without any 
cost to the town. 
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This year the Selectmen authorized a hose drying tower, 
which was built in Central Fire Station. This enables us to dry 
our hose very quickly and also prolongs the life of the hose. 


The motor and clutch in Engine No. 2 at Gorham Village 
was completely overhauled this summer. This was badly needed 
and now makes it a very dependable piece of apparatus. 


There was one pressure hydrant installed on Brackett Street 
at Little Falls. 


There were two water holes dug this year. One on the Boyce 
Sawyer property on Fort Hill Road and the other on the Car- 
roll Young property on the Flaggy Meadow Road. From these 
two holes we are able to cover a great deal of taxable property. 


At the start of the heating season last fall, the furnace at 
Central Fire Station was found unsuitable for a coal fire; there- 
fore, it was necessary to convert it to oil. 


Once again the department and myself wish to thank the 
people of the Town of Gorham for their support and coopera- 
tion this past year. |

Report of the Chief of Police 
For the Fiscal Year 1963-1964 


I hereby submit my annual report as Chief of Police of 
Gorham. 


The Police Force consists of a Chief, an Assistant Chief, 
five Constables and eleven Policemen. Three of these are also 
Deputy Sheriffs of Cumberland County, which makes it very 
convenient to serve warrants on persons living in other ‘towns 
when a crime is committed in Gorham. Every day there are 
on call two officers, twenty-four hours. Officers are given regu- 
lar assignments; they patrol the town each night keeping order, 
protecting life and property. Citizens while on vacation have 
had their property checked day and night for its protection. 
Places of business have been checked for unlocked doors, which 
have been locked by the officer or reported to the owner. 
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Our Police Patrols have covered 16340 miles of highway in 
both rural and urban sections of the town. There were 264 
calls which were handled either by visitation or by telephone; 
many of these complaints were handled satisfactorily over the 
telephone. Complaints consisted of missing persons, lost chil- 
dren, intoxication, breaks, larceny, vandalism, and car accl- 
dents. There were nineteen cases brought before Municipal 
Court and twenty-six accidents handled by the department. 
Numerous juvenile delinquents and their parents have been 
brought before Juvenile Court. These were handled in several 
ways, such as placed on probation, submitted to the Welfare 
Department of the State of Maine, committed to the State 
School for Boys, given a warning by the Judge and placed in 
the care of their parents. 


The dog officer reports that he has destroyed eighteen dogs 
and two cats; two dogs have been returned to owners and 
twenty-six dogs admitted to the Refuge League. 


The School Patrol consists of three officers; one at the Village 
Square, one at the Charlotte Millett School, and one at Little 
Falls. These crossings are very dangerous; hence it is important 
that they should be patrolled for the safety of our children. 

For several years our radios have been on the same wave 
length as those in Westbrook. Since December, however, we 
have not been able to communicate with the Police Force in 
Westbrook because at that time they changed their wave 
“length. We are asking that our radios be changed to their wave 
length, for being in communication with them would make 
our department more efficient. At the present time, if we wish 
to know to whom a car is registered, we have to leave the 
scene and telephone Westbrook Police Department as they have 
all of the numbers of registration. Being on the same wave 
length is a great help to both departments, as we work together 
much of the time; the wonderful cooperation between these 
two departments is greatly appreciated by every member on 
the force. 


It would be very much appreciated if the citizens who desire 
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an officer would call the Police phone, number 839-3560, in- 
stead of calling any individual officer. The Police Phone is 
manned twenty-four hours every day and the dispatcher re- 
ceiving the call would send a policeman, or if wanted, the 
State Police, or the County Sheriff to the scene. 


In closing I wish to thank the members of the Gorham 
Police Department, the Town Manager, the Board of Select- 
men, and all other law enforcement officers for their loyal 
support and full cooperation which they have given me to 
promote safety on the highways, to eliminate crime within the 
Town of Gorham, and to enforce the laws of the local com- 
munity and the State of Maine.

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HEALTH AND SANITATION 


Gorham Public Health Nursing Service 


Gorham Public Health Nursing Services are available to 
all residents of the Town and brings professional nursing serv- 
ices into the home under the supervision of the family physician. 


The activities in which your nurse participates are many 
and varied. They are aimed at improving health knowledge, 
making available health resources known, assisting physicians 
in well baby clinics, immunization procedures, medical testing 
programs, supervision of the school health program, and home 
visiting for individual counseling. 


Child Health Conferences are held the first Friday of each 
month at the Methodist Church for all well pre-school chil- 
dren. Full immunization and physical examination by a physi- 
cian are offered. 


Town immunization clinics for diptheria, tetanus, smallpox 
and polio were held in the spring. Smallpox vaccination is avail- 
able to all Gorham residents at this clinic. 


Three Oral (Sabin) Polio clinics were held in Gorham under 
the sponsorship of the Portland Junior Chamber of Commerce. 
Locally the Gorham Health Council volunteers organized and 
staffed these clinics. 


The School Health Program has been revised in an effort 
to improve the quality of service. | 


Maico Audiometer hearing tests have been given by the 
nurse to grades 1, 3, 5, 7. The nurse has made home 
visits to the parents or guardians of children found to 
be in need of professional care. 


The Eye Committee of the Gorham Health Council has 
screened grades 2, 4, 6, 8, 10 with the Massachusetts 
Eye Vision Testing machine. Those needing professional 
care have been notified in writing. 
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The Dental Committee of the Gorham Health Council has 
again sponsored the program in conjunction with West- 
brook Junior College’s school of dental hygiene. 


Individual physical examinations were given to the mem- 
bers of the Special Education Class. 


A Tuberculin skin testing program, sponsored by the State, 
was carried out in the Junior Primary and 7th erades. 


The nurse has made many visits with the school personnel 
in relation to the physical and mental health of the 
school children and has carried out an extensive home 
visiting program. 


We are very fortunate to have Child and Family Services, 
187 Middle Street, Portland, Maine; added to our sources for 
aid in better family living. 


The nurse wishes to thank all who have aided her in carry- 
ing out the public health program of Gorham during the past 
year.

Public Health Officer’s Report for 1963 


Public health problems were very much the same in 1963 
as in the past few years. Of the forty-two items that were 
investigated or re-inspected, thirty-one were in regard to in- 
adequate and usually offensive sewage disposal facilities, or 
lack of them. Consequently, it is obvious that adequate meth- 
ods of disposing of wastes is still the most important health 
problem. Until a central collection system is constructed, at 
least in the more thickly populated areas where sewerage prob- 
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lems exist, there is but one thing to do and that is for each 
and every property owner to put his system in the best order 
possible and keep it in good order. If a house owner or land- 
lord suspects he has trouble, I urge him to take care of it 
before his neighbors are disturbed by it and the Health Depart- 
ment is called. 


For the most part, your Health Officer was afforded ade- 
quate to excellent co-operation in regard to the discrepencies 
he was obliged to investigate. However, there are still a few 
situations which have not as yet been corrected. 


There were a total of 129 cases of infectious diseases re- 
ported in 1963, sub-divided as follows: Infectious Hepatitis 4, 
German Measles 2, Mumps 111, Measles 3, Chicken Pox 6, 
Whooping Cough 1, Salmonellosis 1, and Tuberculosis 1. It is 
again suspected that this is only a fraction of the total number 
of actual cases. As these figures go to the State and National 
Public Health Department for analysis and research in the 
public health program, please report all cases of infectious or 
communicable diseases to either your public health officer or 
your family physician, who will report them. 


The response to the immunization clinics continues to be 
very good. Each year brings us closer to the desirable goal of 
complete immunization for the entire school population. 
Though, we have not yet reached that perfect ideal here in 
Gorham, we compare favorably with other Maine school sys- 
tems, thanks to the energetic and helpful efforts of our town 
nurse, Mrs. Elizabeth Getty, R.N. and the Gorham Health 
Council.

Extra heavy hospital costs and the changes in the require- 
ments by the State regarding acceptance of ADC applications 
covering deserted families, etc. are the reasons for the large 
expenditure. 


We have been advised since the Special Session of the Legis- 
lature that the State will now accept the two pending cases 
which have been very expensive during the year. 


A recipient of welfare has deeded to the Town this past year 
real estate to reimburse the Town — at least in part — for 
expenses which the Town has paid. This, in itself, we consider 
commendable.

In addition to the above I made 37 inspections on 26 permits 
issued in 1962. 


In making 370 inspections on 148 permits I have travelled 
approximately 3,700 miles, plus an additional 333 miles on 
1962 permits. 


As Building Inspector one of my duties is to see that permits 
comply with the Zoning Ordinance before issuance. In con- 
nection with this I have attended 14 Appeal Board meetings. 


The residents of the Town have been most cooperative and 
the first year under the Building Code and Zoning Ordinance 
has been very successful.

Our children’s recreation program at Robie Park was again 
ably supervised by Mr. Donald Doyle assisted by Miss Nancy 
Greer. 


Activities in the summer program include classes in arts 
and crafts, physical fitness, volleyball, basketball, badminton, 
archery, ping pong and various other games. The daily play- 
ground attendance average 90 to 100. 


Mr. Doyle also organized and directed the Little Baseball 
League. Over one hundred boys ranging from ages 8 to 12 
participated, with three scheduled games each week. The 
younger boys ages 7 to 9 played on the farm teams. Although 
not playing scheduled games, they were coached on the funda- 
mentals of baseball as part of the daytime playground activity. 


Outdoor fireplaces were installed which are available for 
family picnics in the park area. 


Although part of our 1963 appropriation was earmarked 
for painting and repair of bleachers, this project has been 
delayed until 1964. 


Again, we are indebted to Mr. Stevens of the High School 
faculty and members of the Future Farmers of America for 
their help in our playground projects.

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ANNUAL REPORT, GORHAM PLANNING BOARD, 1964 


At the Town Meeting in March, 1963, the voters of Gorham 
approved the proposed zoning and_ subdivision ordinances 
which had been prepared by the Planning Board. These ordi- 
nances have now been in effect for a year, and, in the opinion 
of the Board, have worked very well. The Board has spent 
considerable time discussing problems of administration of the 
zoning ordinances and also problems raised by the carrying 
out of its provisions. It is the responsibility of the Board to 
study the ordinance continually and to recommend from time 
to time such changes as they consider necessary or advisable. 
The Board welcomes suggestions for improvements. 


For the past several months the Board has been gathering 
information on such matters as water mains, schools, and 
streets for the preparation of a master plan for the Town. 
It is intended that this plan will form a general framework 
within which the development of the Town can take place, 
and that it will result both in an attractive pattern of growth 
and in economies in capital expenses. 


The Board has met regularly on the fourth Monday of each 
month. Roy Jones, who acted as Secretary, resigned during the 
year and was replaced by Allison Edwards.

Your Supervising School Committee reports a year of un- 
usually rapid growth in numbers of students. We are swiftly 
approaching the time when we shall need to enlarge our high 
school.

I am sure you have wondered why school costs go up each 
year, the answer is quite obvious if you study the yearly in- 
crease in school enrollment.

Needless to say, these yearly increases in pupil enrollment will 
continue; and as long as they continue, our school budget must 
reflect these added costs to educate new pupils, 


The per pupil cost at the high school level is $520.22 for 
1963-1964. At the elementary level, the cost is $277.40. These 
figures are based on the state formula for figuring tuition costs 
and are not out of line with other communities the size of 
Gorham, and are less than some communities smaller than 
Gorham. Usually, the smaller the high school the higher the 
per pupil cost. 


Taxpayers should note that real estate taxes actually pay 
approximately 67% for the support of local schools. This prop- 
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erty tax, a hangover from the agrarian economy, penalizes real 
estate owners in Maine. Many other states support education 
on a much more realistic basis of state tax sources. 


Unless we can get more state or federal aid, then the major 
burden of taxation will fall on the property tax, which 1s the 
backbone of taxes in most communities. 


Education is costly, but as someone once said, there is one 
thing more costly than education and that is the lack of it. 


In thinking about the cost of education, you might remind 
yourself what value you place on education in relation to some 
of the things that people pay more for each year than they 
pay for education: horse racing, cigarettes and tobacco, liquor, 
cosmetics and beauty care. 


The schools belong to the citizens of Gorham. You are 
always welcome to visit and find out firsthand what is going 
on in the classroom. This is your right and privilege. 


In closing, I would like to take this opportunity to express 
my sincere thanks to the Superintending School Committee for 
their advice and assistance, to the citizens of Gorham for appro- 
priations made in the interest of education, and finally to the 
teachers, whose efforts and loyalty in behalf of the children 
have contributed to their education during the past year.

An audit has been completed of the financial records of the 
Town of Gorham for the fiscal year ended January 31, 1964. 
The audit consisted of an examination of the records main- 
tained under the supervision of the Town Manager and muni- 
cipal officials. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that the net unexpended 
departmental balance lapsed amounted to $65,684.59, per the 
following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $75,052.40 
Overdrafts 9,367.81 
Net Unexpended Balance $65,684.59 


The overlay and revenue derived from excise taxes were the 
major factors contributing to the amount lapsed to surplus. 
The larger overdrafts occurred in the abatement and welfare 
accounts.

The following comments pertain to the accompanying finan- 
cial statements and to the scope of audit. 


Assets 


The general cash of $59,681.52 and payroll cash of $7,707.32 
were on deposit in the Canal National Bank, Portland, Maine. 


Accounts receivable totaled $1,846.74 and consisted prin- 
cipally of reimbursable welfare expenditures due from the state 
and other municipalities. 


Taxes receivable totaling $56,206.42 consisted for the most 
part of current year accounts of $54,896.24. The remaining 
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balance of $1,310.18 was for prior years’ accounts dating from 
1959. Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to $12,- 
652.83 and $315.06 respectively. 


Liabilities, Reserves and Surplus 


The appropriation accounts showed an unexpended balance 
of $28,569.02 representing various operating account balances 
which are carried forward to the ensuing year in accordance 
with legal requirements and/or customary practice. 


The payroll reserve of $7,707.32 was for withholding tax and 
social security deductions for the month of January 1964. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $100,597.85, a de- 
crease of $211.67 for the year. This change was occasioned 
principally by voter authorized transfers for various current 
purposes, less the net unexpended departmental balance lapsed 
and the school construction account balance. 


Debt Fund 


The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as a sep- 
arate fund, reflects the outstanding school construction and 
fire equipment notes of $60,000.00 and school construction 
bonds amounting to $769,000.00. These obligations mature dur- 
ing the ensuing fifteen years with interest at varying rates. 


Trust Funds 


The trust fund principals amounted to $96,917.89 and un- 
expended income of $20,678.08. These funds are invested in 
U. S. Treasury Bonds, time deposits, bank stock and share 
savings. 


Departmental Accounts 


The departmental operating accounts showed an increase of 
$65,795.26 in funds raised by taxation, as compared with the 
preceding year. Larger appropriations for most accounts, par- 
ticularly for debt and interest, and a smaller transfer from 
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surplus to reduce the tax levy were the major factors responsi- 
ble for the increase. 


The departmental balances carried forward to the ensuing 
year increased $7,965.53, as compared with balances at the 
start of the year. This change occurred principally in the 
education, highway and protection accounts. 


School Construction Fund 


The school construction project was completed in the current 
year and the unexpended balance of $5,992.77 was transferred 
to the general fund. 


Scope of Audit 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to 
the handling of cash.and other matters of financial concern. 
Count of cash was made and records checked to determine the 
accuracy of recording cash transactions. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of statements 
furnished by the depository. Verifications were utilized, on a 
test basis, to determine the correctness of recorded assets and 
*liabilities. 

An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and 
canceled checks were examined for a selected period. Excise 
“tax collections were verified by examination of copies of re- 
ceipts retained by the collector. 


Reserve fund transactions were reviewed and investments 
verified. The minutes of the annual town meeting were checked. 
An examination was made of the financial records of the School 
Construction Fund. Surety bond coverage was examined.

All taxpayers should read the following requirements and 
file a list of their Taxable Property. 


CHAPTER 92, SECTION 36, OF THE REVISED 
STATUTES, 1954 OR AS AMENDED 


“Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give reason- 
able notice in writing to the inhabitants by posting notifica- 
tions in some public place in the town or shall notify them, in 
such other way as the town directs, to make and bring in to 
them true and perfect lists of their polls and all their estates, 
real and personal, not by law exempt from taxation, of which 
they were possessed on the first day of April of the same year. 
If any resident owner after such notice, or any non-resident 
owner after being reasonably requested thereto by the assessors, 
does not bring in such list, he is thereby barred of his right 
‘to make application to the assessors or the county commis- 
sioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless he offers such 
list with his application and satisfied them that he was unable 
to offer-it’ at the time appointed. The request upon non-resi- 
dent owners may be proved by a notice sent by mail directed 
to the last known address of the taxpayer or given by any other 
method that brings notice home to the taxpayer.”
